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Gag orders 


IKE SCOTT Garrelts, the San 

Francisco Police Commission 

just seems to have an uncanny 
knack for making ugly situations even 
worse. Take the latest controversy 
over SFPD’s crowd-control tactics and 
charges of police brutality at the March 
20th El Salvador demonstration. 

It was bad enough that the commis- 
sion had allowed the police chief to 
overrule the civilian watchdog agency 
and whitewash the Huerta beating. 

It was bad enough that the much- 
vaunted ‘‘new’’ crowd-control policy 
backfired completely March 20th, 
that undercover cops suddenly began 
arresting demonstrators without iden- 
tifying themselves and created a 
climate of terror among the pro- 
testers. It was bad enough that the 
cops responded to the increased ten- 
sion by dousing demonstrators more 
or less at random with mace. 

It was bad enough that Michael 
Langer, director of the Office of 
Citizen Complaints, announced at a 
press conference that the police had 
behaved perfectly during the demon- 
stration, effectively exonerating the 
officers before a single complaint was 
filed — despite the fact that Langer 
had not talked to his own staff, read 
any reports or looked at any film 
footage of the incidents. 

But the Police Commission managed 
to make matters even worse, by doing 
what public agencies all too often do in 
times of panic. They issued gag orders. 

Since the closing days of the Huerta 
battle, when it was becoming clear to 
all involved that the OCC would be 
tossed right down the toilet, the com- 
mission has had a firm standing rule: 
Nobody from the civilian agency was 
to speak to the press or make any 
public statement unless and until it 
was cleared beforehand by the com- 
mission president. That meant Langer 
could only stand in silence while his 
agency was hit with what could turn 
out to be a fatal political blow. 

It meant that the only time Langer 
got to say anything at all about the 
cops and crowd control was when the 
mayor summoned him down to City 
Hall to add his pitiful endorsement to 
the Agnos/Chief Jordan sanitized 
version of the March 20th fiasco. 

Then Langer, instead of protesting 
(or defying) the highly unusual gag 
order (he is, after all, the head of a city 
agency), decided to throw even more 
gasoline on the flames by issuing a gag 
order of his own. He told his staff not 
to speak to the press — period. 

And of course, the whole thing back- 
fired. A few OCC staff members, fur- 
ious at seeing their agency hung out to 
dry while their boss stood silently by, 
and bitter about his pre-emptive exoner- 
ation of the cops who got out of hand 
March 20th, decided to ignore the gag 
order and start talking. 

In Tuesday’s Examiner, Warren 
Hinckle quotes several unnamed OCC 
staffers blasting Langer. 

The OCC is a small operation. 
Morale was bad already. Now the agen- 
cy has lost its credibility, its director has 
shown himself to be spineless and the 
staff is in open revolt. It will be a 
miracle if the OCC survives. 

The Police Commission has made a 
horrible mess. It’s time for some late- 
inning relief.

Child care: The first steps 


Jane family, employers routinely paid most 

employees’ child-care expenses. They did that 
by paying Father enough so that Mother could 
stand in the door of the house wearing a dress and 
apron — and also cook, clean, care for babies, 
provide preschool education, emotional support, 
after-school care and emergency health care, 
donate hundreds of volunteer hours to schools, 
recreation programs and social services, drive 
children to doctors’ appointments and music 
lessons... . 

But in the seventies and eighties, the economy 
changed dramatically. Prices rose. Real income 
fell. By choice, and by necessity, women joined the 
workforce in huge numbers. 

Employers were glad to have them (especially at 
about 60 percent of a man’s pay). But in the vast 
majority of cases, the employers no longer paid for 
dependent care. It was up to the parents to pay for 
it, out of their two paychecks. 

By now, as Jean Tepperman reports on page 
15, it’s clear that the model of the seventies and 
eighties doesn’t work. For one thing, one-fifth of 
all children live in single-parent households. And 
even for most two-earner families, the cost of child 
care is simply too high for parents to pay. 

Martha Roditti, Executive Director of the San 
Francisco Children’s Council, explained it this 
way: ‘‘If asociety has an expectation of its citizens, 
it has aresponsibility to help them meet that expec- 
tation. Seventy years ago we expected citizens to be 
literate so we established a free public school 
system. Now we expect parents to work, so we have 
an obligation to create a free child-care system.” 

Other countries’ family policies offer a variety 
of models. France, for example, gives parents 
substantial annual family allowances to help with 
the costs of raising children. Many European 
countries fund day-care centers and/or home day- 
care providers, charging parents nothing or only a 
nominal fee. Fully paid maternity leaves range 
from four to nine months. In Sweden, employers 
are required to allow parents to take, in addition to 
sick days for themselves, as many as 60 days off to 
care for sick children or attend school functions 
(most take between six and ten). The government 
also requires employers to give part-time workers 
full benefits and the same job security as full- 
time workers. 

The exact arrangement for sharing child-care 
support between employers and taxpayers varies 
according to the politics, economics and traditions 


[: THE DAYS of the traditional Dick-and- 


of the country. The United States is only beginning 


to create some forms for supporting child care. 


The main fact Tepperman determined, after 
talking to numerous experts in the field, is simple: 
The federal government, and to a certain extent, 
employers, states and local governments, must 
increase dramatically the amount of money they 
contribute to subsidize child care. In the Reagan/ 
Bush era, that’s a tall order, but several local 
groups are working to make it happen (see super- 
list, page 20). And there are a few bright spots on 
the horizon. 

A new California law, for example, gives tax 
breaks to employers who subsidize employees’ 
child-care costs — a way of sharing that cost 
between employers and the state. Several proposed 
federal and state laws would add more pieces: The 
Act for Better Child Care, which has 37 sponsors 
including California Senator Alan Cranston, 
would provide federal subsidies to day-care 
centers. A state bill sponsored by Senator Art 
Torres (D-L.A) would require employers to grant a 
minimum of 18 weeks of unpaid parental leave. 
Both bills deserve support. 

On the local level, Supervisor Nancy Walker’s 
2'4-year-old legislation requiring developers to 
put a certain amount of money into child care is 
just beginning to take its first halting steps. The 
legislation was a move in the right direction, but 
it needs to be expanded. The Board of Supervisors 
should consider amendments extending some type 
of child care requirement to all developers of 
major buildings, new and old, and perhaps to all 
large employers. 

Further, the city should take immediate steps to 
work with city employee unions to establish a 
policy on child care for municipal workers. The 
unions have been pushing for this for years, and 
the city has balked. At a time of budget deficits, 
child care may seem expensive — but many of the 
proposals the unions have made would cost the city 
little or nothing. Others, studies have suggested, 
would save money in the long run by cutting 
absenteeism and increasing productivity. 

Good child care provides so many benefits to 
employers and to society at large that it is 
reasonable to expect employers and the general 
public to pay at least some of the cost. Good child 
care is necessary for parents to be productive 
workers. And safe, positive, developmentally ap- 
propriate nurturing is necessary for the healthy 
growth of the next generation — on whom we all 
ultimately depend. 


Abortion rights: A call to arms 


abortion rights are scared these days. 
The rest ought to be. 

Ronald Reagan was elected twice as a stout anti- 
abortionist. During most of his tenure, however, 
he was strongly criticized by so-called right-to- 
lifers for failing to deliver on his promise to do 
away with protections contained in the Supreme 
Court’s 1973 decision, Roe v. Wade. But if Reagan 
was never able to deliver, he was able to leave his 
successor with a Supreme Court stacked with a 
majority of justices personally opposed to abortion. 

Throughout most of his career, George Bush has 
been portrayed as ineffectual, the Doonesbury 
comic strip’s invisible candidate. He clearly didn’t 
get his way on the Tower nomination. But it would 
be a serious mistake to assume Bush isn’t danger- 
ous. He recently won, quietly and without the 
histrionics that characterized Reagan’s dealings 
with Congress, a Contra aid extension. And he has 
drawn a bead on Roe y. Wade. 

Under Bush’s attorney general, Richard Thorn- 
burgh, the Justice Department has blasted Roe y. 
Wade as responsible for ‘‘the deep divisions in 
American society.’’ Justice Department represen- 
tatives will participate in April 26th oral arguments 
before the Supreme Court in Webster v. Repro- 
ductive Health Services, a fairly narrow case that 
the administration wants the court to interpret in 
its broadest sense — and overturn Roe v. Wade. 


Mi OST WELL-INFORMED supporters of 


Experts say the court might look favorably on 
such an argument, and even if it doesn’t, it may 
chip away at federal abortion rights protections, 
allowing states to adopt such measures as waiting 
periods or parental consent laws. 

Even if Bush loses this round, he will surely have 
future chances to appoint anti-abortion justices to 
the high court — and then he will try again. 

The right to a safe, legal abortion is critical. As 
feminist health activist Pat Parker points out in an 
interview on page 19, the renewed threat of back- 
alley abortions and teenage women dying in child- 
birth is very real. As we report in Alerts (page 8), 
organizations like the National Organization for 
Women and the American Civil Liberties Union 
have organized a letter-writing campaign and peti- 
tion drive to pressure the White House and the 
Justice Department. They have also called for 
massive public demonstrations — in San Francisco 
on April 2nd and Washington, D.C. on April 9th. 

Parker, an activist, poet and former director of 
the Oakland Feminist Women’s Health Center, 
warns in her interview with Laura Fraser that ‘‘Roe 
v. Wade is in deep trouble, and people need to 
understand that. Maybe with masses of bodies in 
the streets, the Supreme Court might change their 
vote, but so far they haven’t. At the rate we’re go- 
ing, by the time Mr. Bush is out of office, abortion 
will be gone.”’ 

It’s up to all of us to prove her wrong.

Focus-ing in on KQED 

In halting negotiations for the sale of costly 
Focus magazine, perhaps KQED’s directors found 
out that their magazine just isn’t worth much as a 
commercial publication. Meeting last week in 
private, the board’s conclusion apparently means 
that the KQED board prefers putting its members’ 
dollars into a magazine rather than prioritizing the 
development and production of the kind of televi- 
sion programming, such as local news and Bay 
Area cultural and public affairs, that the station 
grew famous for. 

Sadly, this board expressed its satisfaction with 
the quality of its limited public affairs production, 
which now amounts to less than one hour a week 
on Channel 9. 

Rather than creating programs, the same direc- 
tors locked the station into a $20 million building 
project by selling its present studios to Channel 44. 
With the help of municipal interest-free loans, they 
are creating a headquarters for KQED’s growing 
Focus staff, administrators and fundraisers. 

Remember local programming? We still do.

March for abortion rights: 
On April 26th, the Supreme 
Court will hear opening 
arguments in Webster v. 
Reproductive Health Care 
Services, which hinges on a 
Missouri law, the preamble to 
which states that human life 
begins at conception. Even if 
the high court ignores the non- 
binding preamble, but issues a 
narrow ruling in favor of the 
Missouri law, pro-choice 
proponents predict an 
onslaught of ‘‘harassment 
clauses” designed to impede 
a woman's right to safe, legal 
abortions. And the Bush 
administration is attempting to 
use the case as an excuse to 
roll back the 1973 Roe v. 
Wade decision legalizing 
abortion. The April 2 Com- 
mittee, which includes the 
ACLU, NOW and Planned 
Parenthood, is combining a 
letter-writing and petitioning 
campaign aimed at the court 
and the White House with 
public marches and demon- 
strations. The San Francisco 
march on Sunday/2 precedes 
the national march in 
Washington, D.C. by a week. 
Assemble at Justin Herman 
Plaza (Embarcadero BART) at 
11 am for the noon march up 
Market, followed by a 1:30 pm

LEGISLATURE'S 
CLOSED DOORS: 
EVEN THE 


REASON IS SECRET. 


' THE LEGISLATURE’S practice of 


holding apparently illegal secret meetings 
to discuss controversial issues is based on 


. asecret, never acknowledged legislative 


counsel’s opinion and on a mysterious 
secret vote — of which there is no 
record — the San Jose Mercury News 
has reported. 

But the San Francisco Examiner and 
Chronicle continue to black out the story. 

On Sunday, March 19th, Mercury News 
reporter Bert Robinson revealed that both 
houses of the state Legislature had met 
behind closed doors to try to head off a 
request by the Mercury News for all 
legislators’ driving records (see Bay 
Guardian, 3/22/89). Closed-door meetings 
are specifically prohibited by a provision 
of Prop. 24, Paul Gann’s 1984 ‘‘Legislative 
Reform Act.”’ 

Since its first story on the closed 
meeting, the Merc has continued to probe 
the Legislature’s rationale for ignoring the 
will of the public. In his March 19th story, 
Robinson reported that legislative leaders 
were claiming that their actions were 
allowed by a constitutional provision that 
permits legislators to close proceedings by 
a two-thirds vote in both houses. But the 
Mercury News said it could find no record 
of such a vote. 

The Merc ran a follow-up story three 
days later, and still no one had been able 
to turn up any such vote. But between 
March 19th and March 22nd, the Merc 
obtained a copy of a secret legal opinion 
written in June 1986 by Deputy Legislative 
Counsel Christopher J. Zirkle. 

Zirkle told the Merc that he couldn’t 
even acknowledge the existence of 
the opinion because it hadn’t ever 
been released. 

The opinion argued, according to the 
Mercury News, that the state Constitution 
had intended that the Legislature ‘‘govern 
its own procedure. . .on an all-inclusive 
basis,’’ and Prop. 24 therefore could not 
restrict legislative activities. 

However, the open-meetings provision 
of Prop. 24 had been specifically 
reinstated by an appellate court in 
1986 after a 1984 lower court ruling 
that invalidated the bulk of Prop. 

24’s provisions. 

The Merc’s continuing coverage has also 
revealed other secret meetings. According 
to the March 22nd story, the Assembly ‘‘in 
1987 discussed the purchase of a $250,000 
double indemnity life insurance for each 
Assembly member. The policies, which 
were later purchased, now cost taxpayers 
$106,400 annually.’’ 

And a March 27th article reported that, 
according to minority leader Assemblyman 
Ross Johnson (D-Fullerton), ‘‘the 


’ Assembly met privately several years ago 


to consider deliberately delaying votes 
on bills authored by senators, after 
hearing that the Senate had adopted 
similar stall tactics.’’ 

Robinson told the Bay Guardian he 
was “‘making an effort to get the Capitol 
press corps interested in this.’’ He said 
he would ask the Capitol Correspondents 
Association on March 29th to register an 
official protest of the closed-door 


meetings and to request an official state- 
ment of policy on secret sessions. 

And Mercury News Executive Editor 
Robert Ingle was scheduled to discuss 
the controversy at a March 28th meeting 
of the California First Amendment Coali- 
tion, a statewide group of journalists and 
other individuals concerned about public- 
access issues. 

Robinson said accounts of the closed- © 
door meetings had gone out over the 
Associated Press and United Press Inter- 
national news wires, but the story had 
not been covered by the state’s leading 
papers — the Los Angeles Times and 
the Sacramento Bee. 

The story has also been blacked out by 
the Examiner and the Chronicle, the two 
major dailies in the home district of 
Assembly Speaker Willie Brown, who has 
convened the closed sessions. The blackout 
continues the two papers’ long tradition 
of ignoring important political stories 
critical of Brown. Both papers, for 
example, ignored a series of Mercury News 
articles in 1987 that disclosed how 
members of Brown’s staff had compro- 
mised the independence of the Fair 
Political Practices Commission, the state’s 
political watchdog. 

We’ll keep you posted as this 
latest locally-blacked-out Sacramento 
scandal develops.

EL SALVADOR 
DEMO: WHO 
WERE THE REAL 
‘AGITATORS?’ 


IN THE WAKE of the March 20th El 
Salvador demonstration, at which 
numerous demonstrators were maced or 
beaten, top city officials — including 
police commissioners, Mayor Art Agnos, 
Police Chief Frank Jordan and certain 
members of the Board of Supervisors — 
have responded to criticisms of police 
actions by ignoring charges of police abuse 
and accusing ‘‘outside agitators’’ of 
fomenting violence. 

In what appears to be the first 
articulation of a new policy toward 
demonstrators, Police Chief Frank Jordan 
promised to let protesters know that ‘‘San 
Francisco will not be as lenient on 
protesters as we have been in the past.”” 

At the March 22nd meeting of the 
Police Commission, Jordan presented 
what he claimed was evidence of the 
protesters’ inclination for violence. This 
included a variety of items taken from 
protesters, along with police officers’ 
equipment, including a plastic helmet 
shield Jordan claimed was broken 
by demonstrators. 

Jordan’s presentation of evidence 
was not interrupted by any member of 
the commission. Earlier this year, 
the commissioners insisted that no 
evidence be given concerning the Dolores 
Huerta incident, lest it ‘‘prejudice’’ 
the commission. 

Jordan presented the broken face mask 
of a police officer’s helmet, claiming that 
it was broken by demonstrators. But at the 
March 27th Board of Supervisors public 
hearing on the subject, at least one speaker 
claimed that the shield was broken by 
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‘Give me a break!’ Peter Smith of the U.S-

asked about William Randolph Hearst's proposal 





that California buy ‘unproductive’ Mexico lands. 


another police officer. 

Police Commission President Louis 
Giraudo, who appeared tired and 
somewhat short-tempered during the 
March 22nd meeting, gave an impas- 
sioned speech in support of the 
department’s performance at the El 
Salvador demonstration. Noting that he 
thought the department did a “‘tre- 
mendous job’’ and ‘‘behaved above and 
beyond’’ the call of duty, Giraudo added, 
“TI would like to commend them for 
protecting those people who chose to 
exercise their First Amendment rights.”’ 

At a press conference the same day, 
Mayor Agnos condemned “‘irresponsible 
demonstrators,’’ and presented much of 
the same evidence Jordan presented later 
that evening to the Police Commission. 
(See Disaster of the Week, page 12). 

Supervisor Terence Hallinan asked 
Jordan to appear at the March 27th Board 
of Supervisors meeting in response to the 
controversy after the El Salvador 
demonstration. At the Police Commission 
meeting the previous week, at least one 
commissioner attempted to offer Jordan a 
possible escape from meeting with the 
supervisors. Commissioner Al Nelder, 
an ex-police chief and ex-supervisor, 
told Jordan that he did not believe that 
Jordan had to attend. ‘‘You can’t have 
two masters in this situation,’’ Nelder 
told Jordan. 

At the Board of Supervisors hearing, 
Nelder’s daughter Wendy sharply cross- 
examined demonstrators who spoke, and 
threatened twice to halt the proceedings. 
Supervisor Nelder, a longtime supporter 
of the police, then walked out of the 
meeting as testimony continued.

ASSESSMENT 
BOARD OKs 
THE MISSION 
BAY DEAL 


THE SAN Francisco Assessment Appeals 
Board has accepted the controversial 
agreement struck between the city and 
Santa Fe Pacific Realty Corporation. The 
board’s approval was given despite the 
strong reservations of one of its members, 
the Bay Guardian has learned. 

The settlement will assess the Mission 
Bay properties at $90 million for the base 
year of 1984-85, a figure far below the 
original assessment of $147 million, but 
above the $67 million Santa Fe Pacific 
claimed the property is worth. 

The story has not been reported in any 
of the local media, despite the significance 
of the settlement for what will be the 
largest single development in San 
Francisco history. 

During the March 22nd meeting of the 
Assessment Appeals Board, Commissioner 
Peter Fatooh sharply questioned the city’s 
representatives about the settlement. He 
later told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘I am upset 
by the whole agreement.”’ 

Fatooh said that Deputy City Attorney 
John Doherty, Deputy Assessor Bruce 
Schaffer and Santa Fe Pacific’s repre- 
sentatives were not entirely forthcoming 
during the hearing. “‘There is a hidden 
agenda here,”’ he said. 

He also expressed annoyance over the 





role of the Assessor’s Office in the entire 
settlement agreement. In reaching the 
settlement, the city had argued that the 
property was worth $100 million, and 
should be taxed accordingly. It later 
agreed to $90 million. But at the meeting, 
Schaffer said that he had not supported 
the $100 million figure, which had been 
arrived at by an independent appraiser, 
and that his office could support no 
assessment value more than $84 million. 

“That was a bombshell,”’ Fatooh said. 
He told the Bay Guardian that the $84 
million figure had never been presented 
to the Assessment Appeals Board. ‘‘The 
question is,”’ he added, ‘‘who is running 
the show, the Assessor’s Office or the city 
attorney? The assessor has a duty to assess 
these properties. There is something more 
to the whole transaction than what was 
presented to the board.”’ 

Fatooh added that he had “‘reluctantly 
signed the damn thing,’’ after being asked 
to do so by fellow board members Samuel 
Martinez and Thomas Brady. 

But community activist Calvin Welch 
said that the development community is 
not entirely behind the Mission Bay 
project. ‘‘We have known, since around 
1982 or 1983, that the development 
community is not monolithic,’’ he told the 
Bay Guardian. ‘‘The Mission Bay project 
may not be in the best interests of the 
entire community.” 

Welch noted that the proposed plan for 
the Mission Bay site would include 4.8 
million square feet of office space, or 
about ten times the amount of square 
footage allowable per year under the terms 
of Proposition M, the office highrise 
building cap. Mission Bay, he said, would 
have to get a special exemption from Prop. 
M to go forward, thereby giving Santa Fe 
Pacific an edge in development. ““The 
centerpiece of Mission Bay is the 
exemption from Prop M,”’ he said. 

Welch noted that the Chamber of 
Commerce, a longtime supporter of 
development interests, has been unusually 
silent on the Mission Bay project. ‘‘I have 
attended a lot of meetings on Mission Bay, 
and I have always noted the absence of the 
Chamber,”’ he said. ‘‘Their absence was 
the most remarkable thing about these 
meetings.” 

According to Welch, the Chamber of 
Commerce has different interests from 
those of Santa Fe Pacific. ‘The Chamber 
is not interested in 4.8 million square feet 
of office space coming on line south of the 
Financial District,’’ he said. ““They do not 
want competition for tenants of existing 


office space.”’

Detroit JOA update: The 
partners in the proposed joint 
operating agreement in Detroit 
— Knight-Ridder and Gannett 
— have had a bit of a tiff, 
and the merger is on hold 
indefinitely. We reported last 
week that the Supreme Court 
had dropped a stay and 
allowed the two giant media 
corporations to combine all 
non-editorial functions of the 
Detroit News and Free Press. 
But we also reported that 
within a few weeks the 
opponents of the merger 
planned to ask the Supreme 
Court to review the entire 
case. That left it up to the 
papers to decide whether to 
merge now and risk having to 
“unscramble their eggs later,”’ 
as one observer put it. 

The two companies met 
behind closed doors for five 
hours to discuss the matter. 
According to Wall Street 
Journal accounts, Knight- 
Ridder, which claims to be 
losing $20 million a year 


_ through the Free Press, 


wanted to go ahead, but 
Gannett was worried it would 
lose its market dominance 
once the merger was com- 
pleted. Gannett holds three of 
five seats on the joint Detroit 
Newspaper Agency, and not 
surprisingly, it won the fight. 

It could take the high court 
several weeks to decide 
whether to hear the case, and 
if it does, a final decision may 
be more than a year away. 
Gannett clearly believes 
there's some chance the court 
will hear the case. Public 
reports say the justices | 
dropped the stay by a 7-2 vote, 
but what really happened is 
that two justices went on 
record opposing the decision. 
There is no public vote, and 
the two justices who dissented 
did not include William 
Brennan, who issued the stay 
in the first place.

“Give me a break!”’ Peter Smith, co- 
director of the U.S.-Mexico Bilateral 
Commission staff, exclaimed when asked 
about Hearst’s proposal after a speech at 
the Commonwealth Club. 

Smith, a UC at San Diego professor, is 
barnstorming the state with Rosario 
Green, a Salinas administration insider 
who heads Mexico’s prestigious Matias 
Romero Foreign Relations Institute. The 
two are trying to draw attention to the 
Bilateral Commission’s report, ‘“The 
Challenge of Independence,’’ which 
summarizes its three-year study of 
Mexican-U.S. relations. 

“This kind of thinking comes from a 
very traditional source,’’ Smith told the 
Bay Guardian. ‘‘Hearst’s suggestion goes 
back to the 1930s.” 

Although the notion may have roots in 
another era, it hasn’t completely 
disappeared. Rumors that Mexico may one 
day sell or lease the state of Baja California 
continue to surface, and they are fanning the 
flames of indignation in that country’s 
volatile political atmosphere. 

Potential buyers are said to include 
Japan — which, according to the reports, 
would convert the state into an American 
version of Hong Kong — and the United 
States, which has made recent moves to 
lease several small islands off the Baja 
coast to use as radar stations. 

“T’ve been doing talk shows up and 
down the state, and almost every day 
someone calls in to say that Mexico should 
sell Baja California to pay off the foreign 
debt,’’ Green noted. 

The Bilateral Commission was formed 
in 1985, during a particularly tense time in 
U.S.-Mexico relations, exacerbated by the 
murder of Drug Enforcement Agency 
agent Enrique Camarena. The commission 
consists of nine representatives from each 
country, but the Mexican contingent is 
heavily loaded to favor the ruling PRI 
party and contains no representation from 
the country’s resurgent left. 


Among the U.S. panelists is Assistant 
Secretary of State Lawrence Eagleberger, a 
former employee of Henry Kissinger’s 
consulting firm. Kissinger sees a Common- 
Market-type relationship with Mexico as a 
prime goal of U.S. policy in the 1990s — a 
concept all of the Mexican political parties 
flatly reject. 

In fact, nationalism is one of the few 
threads that seem to unite the warring 
political factions in Mexico these days. 
The very suggestion that Mexican soil 
might be ceded to foreigners — even for a 
substantial discounting on the nation’s 
crippling $108 billion debt — raises the 
hackles of politicians, activists and citizens 
of almost all political stripes. 

Although the Bilateral Commission’s 
report did endorse greater economic 
integration along the U.S.-Mexican 
border, in the form of a limited free-trade 
zone, its members shied away from any 
mention of a North American Common 
Market or the ceding of any Mexican 
territory in exchange for debt reductions. 
“‘These are impossibilities. They just 
cannot happen,’’ Green explained. 

Mexican borderlands have historically 
played a role in the Hearst family’s 
empire. The family patriarch, William 
Randolph Hearst, clear-cut large swatches 
of the Tarahumara Indian forests 200 
miles south of the El Paso-Juarez crossings 
in Chihuahua. And although the Hearsts’ 
financial affairs are now cloaked in secrecy 
(thanks in part to the kidnapping of Patty 
Hearst), family holdings are reported to 
include Mexican gold mines. 

In that context, Smith and Green, both 
of whom work for fairly conservative 
organizations, agreed that Hearst’s 
proposal was surprising — and 
counterproductive. The idea ‘‘isn’t a 
helpful one,’’ Smith concluded.

MAYOR ART AGNOS 


DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


Mayor Art Agnos, who 
embarrassed many of his sup- 
porters during the Dolores 
Huerta controversy, added 
insult to injury — and showed 
his complete lack of interest in 
controlling police abuse — 

at a March 22nd press 
conference following the 
March 20th El Salvador 
demonstration. 

Aside from exonerating the 
cops before any of a number 
of alleged incidents of 
impropriety come before the 
Office of Citizen Complaints or 
the Police Commission for a 
hearing, Agnos indicated that 
he believed the demonstrators 
were entirely responsible for 
the violence that occurred 
during the protest. 

Some verbatim excerpts 
from the written version of the 
mayor's statement, distributed 
at the press conference (it 
was titled ‘Police played by 
rules; demonstrators did not’’): 

“lama firm believer in the 
rights of free speech and 
peaceful protest, but | am not 
going to stand by and let 
the Police Department be 
slandered when they acted 
properly. 

“Our police, operating 
under our new crowd-control 
guidelines, which are probably 
the most careful in the nation, 
handled a hostile crowd 
Monday, avoiding the baton- 
jabbing technique that caused 
the tragic injury to Dolores 
Huerta last September. 

“| am not going to apologize 
for them. | am here to say that 
| am proud of the restraint 
shown by line officers 

“Police did not club the 
demonstrators. Rather they 
used the less violent mace 
technique to encourage the 
individuals within their self- 
made net to remove it and 
disperse. It worked. 

“Attempts to portray our 
Police as acting without due 
regard for the rights of citizens 
Monday strike me as being 
most unfair.” 

The mayor did admit that at 
least two incidents of chemical 
macing by police took place, 
but his press conference 
barely had time to 
acknowledge a third incident, 
captured on Channel 2 news 
footage, in which a legal 
observer was maced while 
standing on a sidewalk taking 
notes. Calling it an “isolated 
incident," Agnos claimed 
that the macing of National 
Lawyers Guild observer 
Dianna Bullock ‘indicated 
that the police acted with 
restraint.”

Planning revisions go public 


THE FIRST public meeting of the San 
Francisco Planning Code Revision 
Committee was held March 23rd, and 
adjourned with no clear direction for its 
future actions. 

But neighborhood participants at the 
meeting made it clear that they were not 
happy with the fact that previous meetings 
had been held in secret and that 
neighborhood representatives had not 
been invited (see Bay Guardian, 3/22/89). 

In addition to Planning Commissioner 
Wayne Hu, development attorney Robert 
McCarthy, architect Charles Eley, 
Residential Builders Association President 
Joe O’Donahue, several deputy city 
attorneys, Chamber of Commerce 
Associate Director Richard Morten and 
City Planning Director Dean Macris, 
others attending the meeting included 
attorney Sue Hestor, several members of 
the community and two reporters. 

The meeting began with comments by 
O’Donahue, who attacked the Bay 
Guardian’s coverage of the committee, 
referring to the paper’s reporters as 
‘‘yahoos and iconoclasts.”’ 

However, Margaret Verges, chair of the 
Safety Committee of the Coalition for San 
Francisco Neighborhoods, had a different 
story. Verges asked Hu to ‘‘open up the 
process,”’ and said that her organization 
was ‘‘deeply disturbed that a project of 
such vital importance to the neighbor- 
hoods is not being conducted in an open, 
public process.”” 

Verges later raised the same issues at the 
March 27th Board of Supervisors meeting. 
The committee is meeting to develop a 

process for revising and updating the 

City Planning Code, a critical document 
that contains specific guidelines for 
implementing all of the city’s planning and 
zoning laws. 

Hestor suggested that, to avoid 
profiteering from inside information, any 
consultant chosen for the job of revising 
the code would be asked to observe a one- 
year moratorium from appearing in front 
of any city agency involved in the planning 
process. Other committee members 
generally agreed. 

The committee meets next on April 6th, 
at 10 am, room 600 of the Planning 
Department at 450 McAllister. That 
meeting, like the most recent one, is 
apparently open to the public. 


The one that got away 


A $684,000 San Francisco Unified School 
istrict asbestos-removal contract nearly 
nade it through the city’s Civil Service 
Commission without ever having been 
approved by the Board of Education, as 
required by law. 

The contract, to Hygenics Inc., would 
have provided for asbestos removal at four 
district schools, including two schools — 
Marina and Benjamin Franklin Middle 
Schools — which have been targets of 
more than one asbestos-removal project in 
the past. After each project, district staff 
has declared the sites safe and completely 
free of asbestos. 

The Hygenics contract indicates that the 
screw-ups in district contracting 
procedures are far from over. At best, the 
contract, which was submitted to the 
board and approved as an $80,000 item, 
was a significant oversight. At worst, the 
endrun around the Board of Education 
indicates that the district Facilities and 
Planning staff may still be involved in 
the same kind of financial chicanery that 
became apparent during a 1987 Bay 
Guardian investigation into the district’s 


asbestos-management program. 

In this case, Civil Service at the 
last minute held off on approving the 
contract, when school board president 
Libby Denebeim questioned it (after being 
contacted by a Bay Guardian reporter 
and asked about the deal). But one 
has to wonder how many other contracts 
have gone through without approval 
of the Board of Education. We’ll keep 
you posted. 


Kopp works for Local 250 
STATE SENATOR Quentin Kopp has intro- 
duced new legislation on behalf of Local 
250, a move that may suggest Kopp is at- 
tempting to consolidate his base with San 
Francisco labor unions — a group with 
which he has not been terribly popular in 
the past. 

Persistent rumors have Kopp planning a 
San Francisco mayoral campaign in 1991, 
when he would go head to head with arch- 
foe Mayor Art Agnos. 

Kopp’s bill, SB 1508, has three provi- 
sions concerning health maintenance 
organizations. First, it would require that 
HMOs provide an appointment within 30 
days of a member’s request. Second, the 
measure would require that a third of any 
HMO governing board’s members be 
subscribers to the plan. Finally, the bill 
would set limits on the amount of over- 
time required of HMO personnel. 

Kopp Legislative Aide Dan Friedlander 
told the Bay Guardian the bill should be 
heard in late April or early May.

Rent Board appointment 


RICARDO HERNANDEZ, recently 
appointed to the post of public guardian, 
leaves a notable vacancy at the Rent 
Stabilization Board, where he served as 
executive director. 

His position will be filled by Mayor Art 
Agnos, and tenant activists are watching 
Agnos closely on this one. 

The Rent Board has recently passed 
some very strong legislation that will 
protect tenants from unfair rent hikes 
due to capital improvements of properties, 
and landlord interests, according to one 
tenant activist, are “‘tearing their hair 
out and screaming”’ in reaction to the 
board’s actions. 

No doubt significant pressure will be put 
on Agnos to replace Hernandez — a 
respected progressive voice in the 
community — with a more landlord- 
oriented member. The appointment will 
not be front-page news, but could be a 
most telling indication of Agnos’ 
commitment to affordable housing and 
tenants’ rights. We’ll keep you posted.

The Moslems among us

T TOOK the Ayatollah’s death threat to author Salman 





Rushdie to do it, but the local news media seem to have 
discovered the Moslems in our midst. 

It’s tempting to ask what took so long, considering that 
there are about a quarter-million followers of Islam in the 
Bay Area alone, but it really comes as no surprise: If I had a 
dollar for every ethnic, religious or social minority ignored 
by local newspapers, television and radio, I might have 
enough cash to buy into that Time-Warner deal. 

The coverage has been respectful, for the most part, with 
Kevin Leary’s straightforward March 7th Chronicle piece ““Bay 
Area Moslems Appeal to Public on ‘Verses’ ”’ and a tolerant 
Examiner editorial a few days later urging readers not to 
jump to conclusions about who might have bombed the van 
driven by Sharon Rogers, whose Navy captain husband skip- 
pered the ship that shot an Iranian airliner out of the sky in 
July, killing 290 people. The Chron also reprinted a New 
York Times piece about the nationwide surge of Islam, the 
fastest-growing religion in the United States. 

But it’s still hard to argue with disc jockey and Arab- 
American activist Casey Kasem, who told Press Box recently 
that ‘‘no other ethnic group in America is vilified in the 
media as much as Arabs or Moslems.”’ Seen any good Arabs 
on TV lately? Any good Moslems? 

How about something — anything — that appeared in 
local media before the Rushdie affair and mentioned the 
more than 50,000 Arab-Americans in the Bay Area? Or 
anything pointing out that ‘‘Arab’’ and ‘‘Moslem”’ are not 
the same thing — that most of the Bay Area’s Arab-Amer- 
icans are Christians, that Iranians are not Arabs, that Persian 
is linguistically more closely related to English than to Arabic? 

Would editorial cartoonists do to any other group what 
they do to Arabs and Moslems, who almost invariably ap- 
pear as greedy fat sheikhs or unshaven leering murderers? And 
would the Chronicle run a series of vicious, racist jokes about 
any other ethnic group, the wav it did in Robert Wieder’s 
piece in the March 5th pink pages on how comedians are reac- 
ting to the Rushdie affair? (Sample for those who missed it: 
comedian David Feldman says ‘‘They’re burning the book in 
Iran. Some sacrifice — they can’t even read in Iran.’’ The 
answering machine at comedian Greg Proops house: ‘‘I’m 
writing a new book called ‘Mohammed: Wine-Swilling, 
Skirt-Chasing Scum.’ ’’) 

Put another way, even if Mexican President Carlos Salinas 
de Gortari were to threaten the life of an American author — 
let’s go for the local angle and say Danielle Steel — it’s hard 
to believe that the Chron would get away with publishing a 
round up of jokes about Mexicans, especially ones with a 
punch line of “‘they can’t even read in Mexico.’’ (On the 
other hand, considering how long Perry Stone’s gay-bashing 
and minority-bashing show lasted at KSJO before he was 
felled by a couple of kids selling Girl Scout cookies, maybe 
the Chron could get away with a page full of Mexican jokes.) 

Given that the Rushdie affair has pushed the Arabs and 
Moslems in our midst a little further out into the limelight 
than they’ve been in recent memory, the all-day conference 
‘The American Media and the Arab World,”’ scheduled for 
Friday, March 31st at USF’s McLaren Hall, takes on added 
significance. The morning speakers include the Washington 
bureau chief of the East Jerusalem newspaper Al-Fajr, the 
Washington bureau chief of the London-based Arabic- 
language publication Al-Hayat, a journalist from Kuwait’s 
Al-Qabas, and the associate editor of the Washington, DC- 
based Palestine Perspectives. The afternoon panel includes 
KRON political reporter Rollin Post, Examiner editorial 
writer Paul Shinoff, KRON assistant news director Alan 
Goldstein, Alan Solomonow of the American Friends Ser- 
vice Committee and Dr. Laurence Michalak, the author of 
“Cruel and Unusual: Negative Images of Arabs in American 
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Popular Culture.”’ 

Fifteen bucks gets you in, where you’re likely to hear 
Shinoff say, as he told Press Box, ‘“There’s no question that 
the media doesn’t understand Arabs. But that’s not racist: 
We don’t understand a lot of people in the world. We don’t 
understand Africa or Latin America; we don’t even under- 
stand Mexico or Canada.’’ Post told Press Box he has an easy 
comeback for the afternoon panel’s title of “How Middle 
East news is presented in California:”’ “‘It isn’t.” 

Registration starts at 8:15 am, and the action starts at 9. 

A final note on Rushdie: the chest-beating in Washington 
about our superior Western values, which we are given to 
understand means ‘‘we will always condemn death threats 
against writers,”’ rings a little hollow in the face of the silence 
about the two Salvadoran journalists killed by the 
U.S.-backed Army on election day last week. The silence 
isn’t only in Washington: While there were dozens of 
newspaper editorials defending Salman Rushdie’s right to 
pursue his craft, I have seen none defending the right of the 
two Salvadoran photographers to pursue theirs... . 


THIS JUST IN: The most bizarre front-page decision in 
the days before my deadline comes to us from the Chronicle, 
which ran a page-one story March 22nd about the NFL’s 
decision to penalize a team if its fans make too much noise. 

Further back in the same day’s news section were these 
three stories, none of which warranted front-page treatment: 
public-interest lawyers and environmentalists release 
documents written by technicians and managers at Lawrence 
Livermore Lab, apparently revealing that environmental 
dangers at the Lab are more widespread than previously 
reported and have been covered up by the University of 
California; a nurse at SF General who became infected with 
the AIDS virus on the job reaches an agreement that seems to 
assure that the city will pay her workers’ comp; and Secretary 
of State James Baker tells a contentious House subcommit- 
tee that the Bush administration remains opposed to the 
creation of a Palestinian state. 

Maybeif Baker had said that Palestinians will be penalized 
if their fans cheer too loud in games against the 49ers, the 
Chron would have seen fit to put it on page one.... 

A final sports note: If you’re among the millions watching 
the NCAA men’s basketball tournament semifinals on 
Saturday and finals on Monday, you might want to keep 
score — not so much of the game, but of the announcers. 
Check how many times they call a white player ‘‘smart’’ or 
“‘hard-working”’ or ‘‘a guy who’s not blessed with a whole 
lot of natural ability.’” Conversely, mark down how many 
times they call a black player “‘a kid who’s had some 
trouble”’ or “‘a great natural athlete’’ or ‘“‘someone who still 
needs to learn to play within the system.’’ 

Sociologist Harry Edwards once said he knew of a study in 
which blind people were astonishingly accurate in picking 
out the race of the players in a televised game, based on how 
the announcers described them. ... ae 

Odd headline on the front page of last Friday’s New York 
Times: ‘‘Examiner to get task of reviving Eastern Airlines.” 
Hard to see how it can save an airline when it can’t even over- 
take the Chronicle... . 

Finally, media critics from around the nation will 
ruminate and fulminate at UC at Berkeley’s North Gate Hall 
on Saturday, April Ist, to celebrate the 20th anniversary of 
the Cal journalism school. The highlight may be the 
10:30am-12:30pm panel, featuring Todd Gitlin, Ben 
Bagdikian, David Shaw, Albert Scardino, Eleanor Ran- 
dolph and Richard Zoglin discussing ““What the Media Misses 
and Why.”’

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THE CHILD-CARE CRISIS 


For thousands of working parents in the Bay Area, 
child-care is the single most important employment problem 
— but neither employers nor public agencies 
are doing much of anything to help

HE COST of employing 
women in management is 
greater than the cost of em- 
ploying men.” 

This stark declaration 
led off Felice Schwartz’s recent Harvard 
Business Review article, and her recom- 
mendation that firms establish a “‘mom- 
my track’’ set off a storm of debate. 

“Tt’s not the women [who cost the 
firms money],’’ protested Pasadena 
management consultant Sandra 
Burud. ‘‘It’s the children.’’ 

There, in a nutshell, is the controver- 
sy that has become one of the major 
issues of the decade. Child care is 
perhaps the single most important 
employment problem for millions of 
working women (and an increasing, if 
still limited, number of men) in the Bay 
Area and nationwide. 

It’s a problem for employers, too — 
but Bay Guardian interviews with 
numerous local employers, manage- 
ment consultants and child-care ex- 
perts show that the majority of local 
employers have taken no steps to deal 
with it, not even those that would cost 
them little or nothing. 

Some employers are taking steps to 
help their workers with child care — 
and they’ve found it makes good 
economic sense. Those firms and their 
employees have adopted some creative 
strategies to address the problem. 

But they tend to be larger firms (or 
government agencies) with the money 
to invest in child-care benefits or 
facilities. And their programs tend to 
benefit mostly higher-level and higher- 
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with children’s needs. But working 
mothers and their children still bear 
most of the burden. 

Mothers as employees are often 
denied equal pay and promotion op- 
portunities. They lose income 
whenever they have to take time off to 
care for children. They agonize over in- 
adequate child-care arrangements, pay 
a too-large percentage of their earnings 
for child care — and have to manage 
the stress of holding it all together. 

Schwartz’s article, however, is part 
of a growing number of studies that 
focus on ways child-care problems af- 
fect employers’ balance sheets. Em- 
ployers lose out when working parents 
take days off, come in late, refuse pro- 
motions or quit jobs — because they 
can’t find good child care, or because a 
child is sick, or because they need to 
spend more time with their children than 
a rigid work schedule permits. 

The Child Care Action Campaign 
recently estimated that U.S. employers 
now lose as much as $3 billion a year 
because of absenteeism due to inade- 
quate child care. 

In the last few years employers like 
Union Bank of Los Angeles and the 
Los Angeles Department of Water and 
Power have hired management consul- 
tant Sandra Burud to do child-care 
needs assessments that calculate the an- 
nual dollars-and-cents losses from 
absenteeism and turnover caused by 
employees’ child-care problems. 

After seeing the figures, Union Bank 
followed Burud’s recommendation 
and started a child-care center, which it 
subsidizes with about $100,000 a year. 
In Burud’s follow-up study, she found 
that the investment saves the company 
between $138,000 and $242,000 a year 
in reduced turnover and absenteeism — 
and yields major benefits in morale, 
productivity and recruitment. 


s we move into the labor

In fact, employees are already 
demanding child care: Lori Fried-Davis, 
a facilities developer at San Francisco

establish the C-5 Infant-Toddler 
Center, the only major on-site 
child-care facility for employees in 
the city of San Francisco. 

However, a lack of continuing 
subsidies and an increase in costs 
have driven the center’s rates way 
up, making it harder for many state 
employees to take advantage of the 
facility.““We were very fortunate 
that we had the space and some seed 
money,’’ Martha Sullivan, project 
manager at the Public Utilities 
Commission, who chairs the board 
of directors for the center, told the 
Bay Guardian. 

In August 1986 the PUC moved 
into the new Edmund G. Brown 
State Building on Van Ness Avenue. 
A year before, the state had passed 
legislation that required all new state 
buildings with more than 700 em- 
ployees to provide space for 
child care. 

“Tt was really very good timing 
for us,’’ explained Sullivan, who 
had worked for the PUC’s assistant 
executive director on the planning 
of the new building. ‘‘The biggest 
obstacle [to setting up a child-care 
center] is finding space that’s appro- 
priate, that will meet licensing re- 
quirements and is affordable. That 
was met in part by the legislation.’’ 

With the space already provided 
in the building, the California State 
Employees Association contributed 
a $30,000 seed grant from a $1 
million child-care fund it had ob- 
tained from the state in collective 
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firms help employees with child care, so 
they can look for jobs there.

need more help — from employers and 
the state, federal or local government. 
Andevenin the liberal city of San Fran- 
cisco, they aren’t getting it. 

The critical issue, child-care advo- 
cates agree, is money: Quality child care 
is expensive, and without government or 
employer subsidies, child-care programs 
often wind up charging parents so much 
money that only relatively well-off 
workers can afford them. 

For example, the child-care center at 
the new state building on Van Ness 
Avenue (see sidebar, page 15) is amodel 
of its kind, the only major on-site 
employee child-care center in the city 


— but even with start-up help from the 
state employees’ union and the state 
government, the center has to charge a 
minimum of $450 a month for infant 
care, more than many state employees 
can afford. 

San Francisco child-care centers 
charge an average of $350 a month for 
three-to-five year olds, and about $500 
a month for infants, according to 
figures published by the Bay Area 
Child Care Coalition. That means a 
person making $20,000 a year must 
spend 20 percent of his or her income to 
keep one preschooler in a child-care 


center, and 30 percent for an infant. 

Costs are lower for family day care 
(care in licensed homes), but even these 
average $276 a month for preschoolers 
and $284 for infants. And even those 
fees often don’t cover costs — most 
child-centers depend on additional 
fundraising to stay in business. The 
state of California spends about $300 
million a year on child-care subsidies 
for low-income families — but that’s: 
only enough for about 10 percent of 
eligible children. 

Employers, parents and children all 
pay a price when job demands conflict 


SF’S CHILD-CARE ORDINANCE — OFF AND CRAWLING 


AN FRANCISCO’S pioneer- 

ing policy requiring office and 

hotel developers to support 
child care is almost two years old, and 
it has finally taken its first small steps: 
The developer of 100 First St. has 
made its first $38,610 annual payment 
to the North of Market Child Devel- 
opment Center, and the developer of 
Embarcadero West has paid the city 
$60,000 to hire architects to find a site 
for a new child-care center. 

The slow pace of results from the 
legislation requiring developers to 
contribute to child care has disap- 
pointed many San Francisco child- 
care advocates. 

“In general, people have been 


disappointed,’’ Abby Cohen of the 
Child Care Law Center told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘There are two reasons 
why I’m not. First, the ordinance 
only affects new developments ap- 
proved after it was passed. Second, 
there’s always a lag between when an 
ordinance is approved and when any 
site is developed.” 

Under the 1987 ordinance, spon- 
sored by Supervisor Nancy Walker, 
developers of hotel or office buildings 
must set aside space for child care in or 
near their buildings or contribute $1 
per square foot to a citywide 
Affordable Child Care Fund. Devel- 
opers, however, do not have to meet 
these requirements until their build- 


ings are finished. Jon Pon, program 
manager for the Mayor’s Office of 
Community Development, told the Bay 
Guardian that child-care contributions 
have been slowed by construction 
delays in some major projects. 

Child-care advocates, however, re- 
main optimistic about future results. 
Although there is still no money in the 
Affordable Child Care Fund, Walker 
aide Rita Doyle projected that devel- 
opers will contribute $1 million by the 
end of 1990, according to current de- 
velopment plans. Eventually the fund 
will be used mainly to provide child- 
care subsidies for low- and moderate- 
income families.

Faced with mounting evidence of the 
price they are already paying for ignor- 
ing employees’ child-care needs, more 
and more Bay Area employers are 
realizing they have to do something. 
Jane Ginsburg, a management consul- 
tant at the Wyatt Co., said she recently 
surveyed more than 400 Bay Area 
employers. She found that only 25 per- 
cent offer child-care assistance to 
employees — but of the ones that 
don’t, more than half said they planned 
to start doing so within a year. 

Several San Francisco firms that 
already offer a range of family-

Market Street Child Development 
Center has made a big difference to 30 
children and their families. ‘“Without 
it,”’ said the center’s Marsha Sherman, 
**we would have had to close our in- 
fant-toddler program. Infant-toddler 
care is very expensive [because of the 
high ratio of adults to children]. Al- 
most no programs can survive with- 
out outside help and most parents are 
unable to pay the real cost.” 

The ‘city has moved even more 
slowly in dealing with the child-care 
needs of its own employees, But 
Kathryn Haymes, business representa- 
tive for the Service Employees Interna- 
tional Union Local 790, which repre- 
sents city employees, told the Bay 
Guardan, “‘I think in the next few years 
we're going to see a lot of improvement. 
Not fast, but Agnos’s slant on child care 
is different, more receptive.”

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and give priority to state employees. 

After conducting a survey of 300 
state employees, Sullivan said the 
center’s board decided on an infant 
and toddler care center. The center, 
licensed for 36 children, opened in 
September 1986 and is now fully 
enrolled. The children range in age 
from eight weeks to three years. A 
staff of about 14, including five full- 
time members, care for the children. 

“For the first two years we were 
living off our original seed grant,” 
Sullivan says, but now the center is 
“in the black”’ Last summer the 
board, projecting a rise in staff costs 
coinciding with the end of the seed 
grant, made the difficult decision to 
raise the center’s fees. “‘It’s not some- 
thing we really wanted to-do,” said 
Sullivan, ‘‘but it’s something we had 
to do to keep the center going.’ 

After consulting with parents who 
use the center, the board decided to 
set up the new fees on a sliding scale 
to remain affordable for lower- 
income workers. The center now 
charges three fee levels — $450, $500 
and $550 per month — according to 
income. The center also offers alow 
income ‘‘scholarship,’’ which cuts 
the fees by as much as half. 

Still, for many state employees, 
the cost of child-care at the on-site 
center is hefty. And unless the state 
takes the unlikely step of allocating a 
substantial amount of money to un- 
derwrite the center’s operating costs, 
the situation isn’t likely to change.

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word — not ‘“‘mommy’’ or even

Last September, the state Legislature 
passed a law designed to encourage 
such practices by giving employers atax 
credit of up to $30,000 for starting or 
expanding child-care centers, or a 
credit of $600 for each child whose care 
they subsidize.

Asin 
most businesses, getting to a top 
position in her field is not easy. 

‘Public accounting is a fast-track 
kind of business,’”’ she told the Bay 
Guardian. “‘It is either up or out. 
Once you get off the fast track, you 
are washed up, and it is extremely 
difficult to get back onto track.” 

As the firm began hiring more 
women for its executive positions — 
currently more than 50 percent of 
them — Martori realized that many 
of those women would have babies 
in the near future. What the women 
in her firm needed, she decided, was 
aplace to bring their babies to work. 

In the past, women executives 
have had to leave their jobs simply 
because they could not find satisfac- 
tory child-care arrangements. ‘“‘It is 
extremely expensive to train ex- 
ecutives,’’ she said, ‘“‘so simply 
from a business point of view, we 
had to face the facts. 

“Our firm is extremely enlight- 
ened in its policy with parental 
leave, flextime, child-care 
assistance,’’ she continued, ‘“‘but 
the available services simply did not 
meet the needs.’’ So when three 
women announced their pregnan- 
cies, the firm set up a committee in

February 1988 to study on-site in- 
fant care. 

‘What we had in mind,”’ said 
Martori, “‘was setting up an ar- 
rangement where we would turn 
over one of our large offices into a 
nursery for up to six babies. We 
wanted to hire someone to take care 
of the children with the understand- 
ing that the mothers would check in 
on them too, spend their lunch 
hours there and be available for any 
emergencies.”’ 

That’s when they ran into the wall 
of city and state regulation. 

“The state wanted us to have a 
licensed director, 35 square feet of 
outdoor playing space per child, 
direct access to the ground floor ora 
separate elevator. What we had in 
mind was hiring someone’s grand- 
ma who had had CPR training,” 
Martori said. 

While praising the assistance of 
the Mayor’s Office of Community 
Development, Martori pointed to

LEVI STRAUSS: TAILORING JOBS TO FIT 


HEN BARBARA 
O’Connell decided that 
working full-time as a 


secretary didn’t leave her enough 
time to spend with her children or 
pursue other interests, she could 
have been forced to leave her job. 

But as an employee of Levi 
Strauss, she had another option: 
She decided to leave half her job. 
As part of the company’s Job 
Sharing program, O’Connell was 
matched with Helen Prudum, a 
benefits administrator who wanted 
part-time work so she could also 
work as an artist. Prudum and 
O’Connell have been splitting a 
full-time professional-level job for 
four years. 

Job-sharing is one form of part- 
time work that allows parents and 
others to divide their time between 
job and other commitments — but 
it can create some problems, too. 
In addition to the income loss from 


working part time, many mothers 
fear that working fewer hours will 
relegate them to a ‘‘mommy track’’ 
where they are not taken seriously 
as employees or candidates for pro- 
motion. 

Levi Strauss management insists 
that job-sharers at the firm are not 
seen as second-class citizens. They are 
eligible for company benefits — 
and promotions. Nancy Honda, a 
personnel manager, is one of the 
company’s first job-sharers — and 
one of several who then moved on 
to full-time work and higher 
positions. 

Levi Strauss was one of the first 
major employers to develop a cor- 
porate employee child-care policy, 
starting in 1979 with a Child Care 
Leave program that provides 
parents of either sex with up to five 
months off after the birth or adop- 
tion of achild. The leave is unpaid, 
but employees’ jobs are guar- 
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the fact that the city has no clear 
licensing guidelines, so building in- 
spection and fire department re- 
quirements were at times contradic- 
tory. They finally had to give up on 
the project. 

However, as a direct result of 
Martori’s efforts, Assemblyman 
John Burton introduced last Jan- 
uary an “Infant Care Worksite 
Centers’’ bill (A.B. 1637) which 
would modify licensing re- 
quirements for worksite infant-care 
centers for up to six children up to 
the age of 15 months. So what may 
have looked like a defeat may be 
turned into a greater good for other 
women like Martori’s colleagues. 

What happened to the women 
whose pregnancy precipitated 
Martori’s efforts? ‘“‘One of them 
had triplets and quit, another is 
working part-time and the third left 
because she could not find satisfac- 
tory child-care arrangements.”

anteed for 60 days and a com- 
parable job is guaranteed for 150 
days. The company also developed 
a series of alternatives to the stan- 
dard 9-to-5, Monday-through-Friday 
week: job-sharing, ‘‘regular’’ part- 
time positions and flextime. 

Levi Strauss has also provided its 
employees with child-care support. 
When Meg Franklin, Levi Strauss 
manager of benefit services, 
surveyed employees at the San 
Francisco headquarters in 1981, 
she said she found that they were 
not interested in bringing their 
children into the office. Instead, 
they asked the company to ‘‘help 
us find child care, and help us to 
pay for it.” 

Now the company’s Employee 
Assistance Program provides in- 
formation and counseling on child- 
care options in the Bay Area, sup- 
plemented by a library of child- 
care reference materials and month- 
ly noontime seminars on child- 
care and parenting issues. To help 
its employees pay for child care, 
Levi Strauss developed the Depen- 
dent Care Assistance Plan, which 
allows employees to pay for up to 
$5,000 a year in child care with pre- 
tax earnings. 

That’s helpful for higher-paid 
workers, but much less so for those 
whose income levels make the tax 
breaks insignificant compared to 
the cost of child care. 

Still, in 1987, Levi Strauss & Co. 
received the first annual New Ways 
to Work Award for its development 
of novel work programs. But for 
Levi Strauss, the rewards of its in- 
novative work programs are usually 
less tangible. Franklin suggested that 
Levi Strauss has a ‘‘workforce that 
can concentrate more on its work,” 
because the employees can strike a 
successful balance between work and 
private life.

Abortion rights: A time for fear 


Health activist and poet Pat Parker has a grim but important message 
for the pro-choice movement: This is a battle we could very easily lose

S ANYONE who has kept 

an eye on the U.S. Supreme 

Court knows, abortion rights 

in this country may not 

survive the Bush administra- 
tion. Later this year, the Supreme 
Court will be reconsidering Roe v. 
Wade, the 1973 decision that allows 
women the right to freely choose to 
have an abortion in the first two 
trimesters of pregnancy, whenit hearsa 
Missouri case, Webster v. Reproductive 
Health Services. 

If Roe v. Wadeis overturned, the law 
will go back to the states. If it isn’t over- 
turned, it’s likely that abortion rights 
will be eroded in other ways. Either 
way, the women who will be most 
affected are those who can’t afford to 
take a flight to another state, orto paya 
private doctor. 

Pat Parker, who was a director of the 
Oakland Feminist Women’s Health 
Center until 1987, says it is important 
that people understand the threat to 
abortion rights in the context of inade- 
quate medical services and economic 
possibilities for women, particularly 
women of color. Parker is a writer and 
author of five books of poetry, including 
Jonestown and Other Madness, Move- 
ment in Black and Womanslaughter. 
She will be speaking at a rally on April 
2nd, when pro-choice San Franciscans 
will be marching in support of abor- 
tion rights. The march will assemble at 
11 am at Justin Herman Plaza (at the 
foot of Market) and will continue up 
Market to the Civic Center for a rally at 
1:30 pm. 


Bay Guardian: What are you going 
to speak about at the abortion rally 
April 2nd? 

Pat Parker: I tend to come from a lit- 
tle more radical perspective than many 
of the people in the pro-choice move- 
ment — I tend to think of it as “‘pro- 
abortion.’’ There are people who say 
that a woman, if she really needs an 
abortion, should have the right to have 
it. | say a woman can have an abortion 
on demand, and if she wants to use 
abortion as birth control, that’s her 
right, too. 

I think this whole movement against 
abortion is not just amovement against 
abortion. If the anti-abortionists win 
and reverse Roe v. Wade, then they will 
go after birth control next. I think their 
ultimate goal is to get women out of the 
workplace, back in the kitchens and 
back in the nuclear family, being sub- 
servient to men in a patriarchal society. 


Have women in the pro-choice move- 
ment been adopting a bit of the tone of 
people on the right in order to get 
broader support? 

Yeah, there’s a moderate position, 
and I think they took that position 
because they didn’t want to alienate 
those people who were sitting on the 
edge. So they say, “‘If a woman needs 
an abortion, and we realize it’s a very 
traumatic decision for a woman, and it 
affects her greatly....’’ Well, I’ve 
worked in a clinic for more than ten 
years and participated in thousands of 
abortions. The overall sense that I got 
from the majority of our clientele was 
not one of ‘‘Oh, god, I had to do this 
and I’m feeling so, so bad about it.”’ 


The basic sense I got was major relief, 
that they had just corrected a grave 
error and could get on with their lives. 

But you will not hear many pro- 
choice people saying that, because they 
hear the ‘‘right-to-lifers’’ say that since 
abortion’s been legalized, women are 
just killing babies, they’re just get- 
ting pregnant and they’re not caring 
and all that. That’s ridiculous. If 
you’ve worked in gynecology at all, 
then you know that none of the meth- 
ods of birth control that we have are 
effective. We’ve had to take IUDs out 
of women’s bodies before we do abor- 
tions on them. There’s failure associ- 
ated with every method of birth con- 
trol. The anti-abortionists don’t want 
to stress that, because then they can put 
it on the woman. 


What do you think would be the 
most effective pro-choice approach at 
this point? 

In order for us to protect abortion 
rights in this country, women have to 
realize what the connections are. By 
talking to women only about abortion, 
if in fact Roe v. Wade remains intact, 
then people will view that as a victory 
and stop their activism. If it’s defeated, 
people will respond pretty much the 
way they did after the Equal Rights 
Amendment and scurry back into their 
homes and feel depressed. What we 
need to be focusing on is an active, con- 
scious body of women who are going to 
be vigilant all of the time, not just when 
an issue comes up before the Supreme 
Court or the Legislature. 


Do you see the anti-abortion move- 


ment as a reaction to feminist changes 
in society, and this is a last-gasp 
attempt to keep us down? 

I think it’s a mistake to say it’s their 
last gasp. The right wing in this country 
has a great deal of money and influ- 
ence, and I think we would be making a 
grave mistake if we saw this as the last 
gasp. If they fail on abortion, they’ll 
come back. If they win on abortion, 
they’ll go after birth control. 

It amazes me when I talk to anti- 
abortionists: They say they’re right-to- 
life, but I don’t think they give a damn 
about life. They talk about how they’ll 
help women keep their children. We 
had a black woman come into the 
health center, and she decided she 
wanted to keep her child. We gave her 
the numbers to go to them. All this 
great financial support they offer to 
women? They offered this child $14. I 
don’t know what the hell they expect 
her to do with $14. 

Part of what they’re not saying is 
they want women to keep their children, 
but not women of color. They will stop 
the right to abortion because they want 
to make sure they’ve got plenty of little 
white babies running around this coun- 
try. They’re worried about the fact that 
black and Hispanic groups are steadily 
populating, and at some pgint in the 
very near future it. appears that white 
people will be a minority in this coun- 
try. They’re scared shitless of that. 


How does the erosion of abortion 
rights particularly affect women of 
color? : ‘ 

One of the things that’s real clear is 
that if abortion is lost, women of color 


are going to die. Because women will 
always get pregnant, and women will 
always try to have abortions. If they 
can’t get them legally, then they’re go- 
ing to go and try to get them illegally. 

Women who have money will simply 
get ona plane and go where they can get 
their abortions, but poor women will 
be between a rock and a hard place. 
They'll decide they can’t get an abor- 
tion so they’ll have the child, and 
they’ll have to deal with the care and 
feeding of another person in their life, 
which may not be real feasible.

People don’t really understand what 
it would mean for women not to have 
the right to abortion, do they? 

If people knew how many women 
have had abortions in this country, they 
might react a little differently. I 
remember one legislator who was anti- 
abortion to the max, and his daughter 
had been in one of the clinics. Of 
course, because of patient confiden- 
tiality, we couldn’t go, “‘Yo, Senator, 
your kid was here last week.’’ If people 
knew, if more women who’ve had 
abortions were willing to stand up and 
say yes, I’ve had an abortion, and 
particularly women who had abortions 
before it was legal, because those are 
some real horror stories. . . . 


You remember some of those? 

Oh, god yes. I had an abortion 
before it was legal. When you’re talk- 
ing back alleys, you’re talking back 
alleys. You’re usually going into parts 
of town you wouldn’t want to beinona 
hope and a prayer. The person that 
you’re seeing, it’s not like you’re going 
to walk in and see their licenses hanging 
on the wall. The techniques that they 
use may or may not be sterile, and they 
may not be trained to do it well. 

I think I bled for a good month, to 
the point of being dizzy, to the point of 
passing out, and I was lucky. I survived 
it, and my body was not totally botched 
up. More people need to talk about 
that. We need to let women know what 
it will be like if we lose this. 


Do you feel any optimism about the 
fact that there are more sheer numbers 
of women who support abortion than 
those who don’t? 

No, and this gets back to why we 
shouldn’t support single issues. There 
are a lot of women who support abor- 
tion who voted for George Bush. What 
they didn’t realize is this man is going to 
be appointing Supreme Court justices 
right and left. It’s scary, because it 
doesn’t really matter that the majority 
of the population supports abortion. If 
this man appoints to the court people 
who are against abortion, we will lose 
the right to abortion. 


So what do we do now? 

There’s not much we can do about 
George Bush. Roe v. Wade is in deep 
trouble, and people need to understand 
that. Maybe with masses of bodies in 
the streets, the Supreme Court might 
change their vote, but so far they 
haven’t. At the rate we’re going, by the 
time Mr. Bush is out of office, abortion 
will be gone. a

is right? That it does cost more to hire 
women? 

Bay Area experts on work and family 
issues say no. They point out that 
fathers, too, are burdened by work- 
family conflicts — working fathers can 
no longer count on an at-home mother 
to take care of all the children’s needs. 
More than half the mothers of pre- 
schoolers and more than two-thirds of 
the mothers of school age children are 
employed, according to Bay Area Em- 
ployers Child Care Coalition figures. 

So fathers as well as mothers are los- 
ing work time because of inadequate 
child care (demonstrated, for example, 
in a recent University of Oregon study 
which showed that both men and 
women with children were absent from 
work more days than childless men and 
women) and turning down promotions 
because of child-care problems (accor- 
ding to John Fernandez in Child Care 
and Corporate Productivity). 

Although women do lose more work 
time and opportunity because of 
responsibility for children, Kathy 
Fisher, managing partner of Morrison 
and Foerster, told the Bay Guardian 
that the issue should not be seen as the 
cost of hiring women but as ‘“‘what 
family issues cost the workplace and 
what kind of accommodation can be 
made for both men and women.” 

Most working women, of course, are 
less concerned about the costs to the 
workplace than they are about the costs 
of work-family conflicts to their 
children, their careers and their per- 
sonal well-being. Many fear that 
employers will offer them flexible 


Entering the world of child care can 
be bewildering — for working parents 
anxious to find a good place for their 
children or a job with enough flexi- 
bility to accommodate family needs 
—for employers who have gotten the 
message that they should do 
something about child care but don’t 
know where to start — for people 
who want to start their own child-care 
programs. 

Fortunately a number of Bay area 
nonprofit organizations offer 
information about and guidance 
through the maze of options. All the 
groups listed below offer basic infor- 
mation free; some have fees for 
literature, workshops, etc. Most 
services are free to parents and non- 
profit child-care providers, while 
some groups charge for consultation 
to corporations. 

Some groups also have funds to 
help low-income parents pay for child 
care. The organizations identified by 
* are state-funded child-care 
resource and referral agencies which 
administer state child-care subsidies 
for low-income families. If you think 
you may be eligible for a child-care 
subsidy, contact the resource and 
referral agency closest to you.

schedules and leaves — then penalize 
them with low pay and dead-end jobs 
for not being “‘committed’’ to their 
work, It is this fear that has fueled the 
fury at Schwartz’s article, which seems 
to be advocating just that. 

As an employer, Fisher says she 
thinks a “‘mommy track”’ is a losing 
strategy: “People, both women and 
men, at some times in their lives are less 
committed to their careers and yes, they 
may beless valuable during that period. 
But then they come back and they may 
be more valuable for having taken time 
off. People change and the employer 
should take advantage of these 
changes. What really hurts a firm is not 
to be able to attract and keep terrific 
people — and you can’t do that unless 
you’re flexible.’’ 

As a mother who took advantage of 
her firm’s flexible policies when her 
child was young, Fisher herself is an ex- 
ample of Morrison and Foerster’s will- 
ingness to promote women with child- 
care responsibilities. The Bay Area 
Child Care Coalition includes other 
firms where employees with non- 
traditional work patterns can move in- 
to high-level positions: Wells Fargo 
Bank, for example, two of whose vice 
presidents share one full-time job, and 
Levi Strauss, several of whose full-time 
managers previously worked part time 
(see sidebar, page 17). 

Many employers, however, do side- 
track women into formal or informal 
“mommy tracks.”’ There is no guaran- 
tee that companies will not continue the 
long tradition of using child-care res- 
ponsibilities as an excuse to exploit 
women. 

“There’d better not be’’ a ‘‘mommy 
track’? at Morrison and Foerster, 
Kathy Fisher exclaimed. ‘‘A lot of peo- 
ple have fought hardto preventit.””

The past year saw the revival of a 
labor-management team to explore 
child care for city employees, with 
representatives from the city and 
from Service Employees 
International Union Locals 790, 250 
and 535. The team’s old 1985 
mandate was to find possible sites 
for a city-sponsored child-care 
center. When it reported results in 
the current negotiating sessions, 
Haymes said, ‘*There was a lot of 
interest but not a lot of money. So 
we kind of hit a wall.’’ 

.Haymes said union child-care 
advocates ‘‘didn’t stop,’’ but 
started looking for alternative child- 
care funding sources, tapping the 
expertise of city child-care 
advocates like Pon. The union is 
also pushing the city to take some 
less costly steps to ease employees’ 
child-care problems. However, its 
negotiators have reached no 
definite agreement on these 
proposals. 

Haymes says city contracts 
already include several provisions 
that can ease family-job conflicts, 
including guaranteed benefits for 
part-time workers and language per- 
mitting job sharing and flextime. 
Any schedule changes, however, 
depend on the approval of each de- 
partment manager and in practice 
are permitted only “‘on a limited 
basis in some departments,”’ said 
Haymes.

Three Mile Island 


Ten years after the worst nuclear accident 
in American history, the industry lies and 
government cover-ups are finally 


coming to light

EN YEARS ago, as the world 
anxiously waited to find out 
what was going wrong at the 
Three Mile Island Nuclear 
Power Plant, spokespeople 
for Metropolitan Edison, which owns 
the plant, assured us that no meltdown 
was in progress and that no one could 
possibly be harmed by radiation es- 
caping from the plant. 

Now, Edwin E. Kintner, executive 
vice president of Met Ed’s parent com- 
pany, General Public Utilities Nuclear, 
has admitted that during the TMI 
disaster, molten radioactive fuel 
“flowed like hot olive oil,’’ penetrating 
the steel wall surrounding the core and 
pouring into cracks and hollow spaces 
of the containment building. 

And now, ten years later, thousands 
of Pennsylvanians are still haunted by 
the loss of their health, their children 
and their farm animals. 

Crucial questions remain about what 
actually happened during the accident, 
how much radiation escaped, where it 
went, whom it harmed. And official 
pronouncements by Met Ed and the 
state of Pennsylvania raise equally 
troubling questions about the trust- 
worthiness of those in charge of our un- 
predictable nuclear neighbors. 

When the accident occurred on 
March 28, 1979, public health experts, 
including the state’s secretary of health, 
urged Governor Richard Thornburgh to 
evacuate people in the area, especially 
pregnant women and small children, 
and to distribute potassium iodide, 
which could block ingestion of radio- 
active iodine. Met Ed opposed these 
measures, and the governor refused to 
order them. 

Two days later, Thornburgh, who is 
now the U.S. attorney general, re- 
versed himself and facilitated the evac- 
uation of pregnant women and chil- 
dren. By then thousands of area resi- 
dents had fled on their own — but 
many endangered themselves by stay- 
ing, party because of official reassur- 
ances that the situation was safe. 

In the first years after the accident, a 
large body of evidence surfaced 
documenting increased serious health 
problems for people, farm animals and 
wildlife near the plant. 

& Official state statistics indicated that 
the infant death rate in Harrisburg had 
tripled in the three months after the ac- 
cident. ‘ 
® There was clear evidence of an out- 
break of hypothyroidism in southeast- 
ern Pennsylvania. Hypothyroidism, 
which can be*avoided through the use 
of potassium iodide, is a well-known 
symptom of radiation poisoning, and is 
common among South Sea islanders liv- 
ing downwind from atmospheric 
nuclear tests. 

@ An in-depth study by three reporters 
from the Baltimore News-American 
documented complaints from more 
than three dozen local farmers about 
problems with hundreds of animals. 
Malformations, stillbirths, birthing 
problems, sterility, the unexplained 
sudden death of many animals and the 





apparent disappearance of area wildlife 
topped the list. 
@ Jane Lee, alocal farmer, produced a 
file full of affidavits documenting 
radiation-related diseases among 
humans and animals in the area. 

In response, the state of Pennsyl- 
vania took an aggressive advocacy 
stance in support of the utility. It issued

a litany of studies and official pro- 
nouncements absolving the reactor and 
its fallout from any responsibility for 
damageto humans or animals. Its argu- 
ment was simple: ‘“Not enough radia- 
tion escaped to harm any living things 
in the area.”’ 

Later, however, three major in- 
dependent surveys showed extra- 
ordinary cancer rates among residents 
living downwind from the accident’s 
fallout. And a detailed study of the 
radiation monitoring systems at TMI 
has shown that all major systems broke 
down in the chaos of the meltdown, so 
there is no way for anyone to know how 
much radiation was released. 

For many area residents, the argu- 
ment was more than academic. Some 


2,400 of them have filed personal injury - 


lawsuits against Met Ed for radiation- 
related injuries and deaths. A mass 
class-action trial has been in the works 
now for several years, but a series of 
postponements have kept it from going 
to trial. Met Ed opponents charge the 
company and the courts have been 
stalling while, as one of them charges, 


“the litigants die off or lose interest.” 

Thus far the company is known to 
have paid at least $15 million in out-of- 
court settlements, mostly to the 
families of children harmed in the acci- 
dent. Information is available only 
about settlements with minors, since 
state law requires that these be made 
public. One settlement of $1,095,000, 
for example, was made for a case of 
Down’s Syndrome and another for 
$650,00 in a case of cerebral palsy. But 
a wide range of other cases have been 
settled secretly, with part of Met Ed’s 
price being a pledge not to discuss the 
case publicly. 

TMI is not the only reactor charged 
with killing its neighbors. Independent 
surveys have revealed heightened 
leukemia rates at the Maine Yankee 
plant at Wiscasset and at Boston 
Edison’s Pilgrim, among others. 
Charges of lethal harm have also sur- 
faced at many of the 17 nuclear weapons 
facilities that span the continent. 
Primary among those have been the 
Savannah River in South Carolina, 
Ohio’s Fernald, Colorado’s Rocky 
Flats and the immense Hanford 
Nuclear Reservation in eastern Wash- 
ington. 

Hanford has become key to both the 
nuclear power and the weapons issue, 
as it has long been viewed as a likely site 
for the dumping of radioactive wastes 
from both programs. That issue has 
also become extremely controversial at 
TMI, where bitter lawsuits have arisen 
over the dumping of large quantities of 
radioactive steam. Recently Federal 
courts gave Met Ed a green light to boil 
off some 2.3 million gallons of radio- 
active liquid into the atmosphere. ‘‘We 
never know what we are breathing,’’ 
said farmer Jane Lee. But the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission said 
the process was ‘‘environmentally ac- 
ceptable.”’ 

The official attitude toward Three 
Mile Island was probably best sum- 
marized by Edwin Kintner, TMI parent 
company vice president. In November, 
1988 he told a gathering of the American 
Nuclear Society that the accident was 
“‘a very useful event, one which could 
change the history of nuclear power 

. .in a positive direction, rather than 
a negative one.’’ The accident ‘‘was a 
good thing,”’ he continued, ‘‘in that it 
provided a traumatic shock to all the in- 
stitutions involved in’ nuclear energy 
applications,’’ providing them with a 
“‘vast research project, a huge and cost- 
ly safety experiment.”’ 

Five years after the accident, the 
guinea pigs in that experiment — the 
residents in the surrounding three- 
county area — tried to protect them- 
selves from further such valuable ex- 
periences. In 1984 they voted 3-1 to 
keep shut TMI Unit One, which was 
allegedly unharmed in the accident. 
But President Reagan personally inter- 
vened, announcing that the operation 
of a nuclear plant was not a suitable 
topic for a public referendum. The 
plant re-opened soon thereafter. 

Denied the right to exercise direct 
control over this hazard in their midst, 
area residents are left with Met Ed and 
the state of Pennsylvania continuing to 
supervise the operation of the plant. It 
would not be surprising if they were less 
than totally reassured by this situation. 

After the Soviet nuclear disaster at 
Chernobyl, former governorThornburgh 
publicly testified that he felt the Rus- 
sian government had been more open 
about events there than Met Ed had 
been at Three Mile Island. Ironically, 
there were some Soviet officials who 
took the same course Thornburgh him- 
self took at TMI — resisting immediate 
evacuation. They are now in jail. 

In the U.S., ten years after Three 
Mile Island, questions about the ac- 
countability of officials responsible for 
nuclear power plants have yet to be 
answered — along with questions 
about the past and continuing effects 
of the disaster’s fallout on the lives of 
its neighbors.

“ACK IN April 1984, four Bay 
Guardian writers decided to 
test their ability to predict the 
final standings in the four 
major-league baseball divi- 
sions against the skills of their profes- 
sional cohorts on the two daily papers’ 
sports pages.

THE KOREAN DIFFERENCE 


Brothers’ Korean cuisine provides a change of pace from 
the more familiar Asian foods 


By Janet Hazen 





EEMINGLY UNLIKE any 

other Asian cuisine, Korean 

food appears strange, un- 

known and at times sinister. 

In fact, most of the cooking 
techniques are very much like the 
Chinese, Southeast Asian and Japanese 
counterparts, but the ingredients are 
indeed unique and compelling. 

Prices are a bit higher than for most 
other Asian cuisines, and you’ find that 
menus are meant for Koreans, not fin- 
icky Americans who only eat chicken 
breasts and beef. Variety meats are 
common in Korean cooking, but famil- 
iar items such as prawns, chicken, pork 
ribs and beef are available as well. 

Somewhere between the good starters 
and the wonderful individual barbecue 
set-ups at Brothers, a Korean restau- 
rant on Geary, comes rushed and 
somewhat surly treatment. The food 
will come all at once and the server 
probably won’t speak any English — 
which isn’t a problem if you don’t have 
any questions. Understandably, this 
could discourage one from trying the 
Korean food served here, but I think 
it’s worth any problems of this sort, 
especially if you’re prepared for it. 

Hot pots of tea are served as 
customers arrive. Roasted barley or 

-corn is used for Korean tea, which is 
decidedly different from the black or 
green teas of China or Japan. Korean 
cuisine makes use of much the same 
flavor basics as Thai and Vietnamese 
do. Salt, sweet, sour, hot and bitter 
sensations are found in most any prep- 
aration. This culinary sensitivity makes 
for round and full flavors in almost 
anything you eat. 

Start dinner with fried wontons 
($6.95) or vegetable tempura ($7.50). 
Golden brown, crispy and filled with a 
mixture of ground meat, cellophane 
noodles and vegetables, the Korean- 


style potstickers are smaller and lighter 
than their Chinese cousins. A dark, 
fiery sauce loaded with sesame seeds is 
used for dipping. 

The vegetable tempura is composed 
of carrots, green onions and an uniden- 
tifiable white vegetable, all cut into 
long, thin pieces, breaded and deep 
fried. The vegetables stick together in a 
pleasant kind of way, but this keeps 
them from being really light and crisp 
all the way through. This is an in- 
teresting contrast to the featherweight 
Japanese version. 

Sae Woo Bok Kum ($8.95), a light 
stir-fry of prawns and mixed vegetables 
in a spicy red sauce, is unique and 
wonderfully piquant. Carrots, green 
onions (a favorite Korean vegetable), 
radish and red peppers make this 
robust dish very complete and round in 
flavor. 

Bi Bim Nang Myon ($7.50), cold 
noodles dressed in a sesame-based soy 
dressing, were tasty, but the extremely 
elastic and gelatinous texture_of the 
noodles was strange and bordering on 
unpleasant. A Korean or a cultivated 
and conditioned Western palate will 
better appreciate this dish. 

Jap Chae ($7.95), pan-fried noodles 
with beef and vegetables, is more ap- 
pealing than the cold noodle dish. 
Golden cellophane noodles with green 
and white onions, carrots and beef 
sauced in a beef-sesame seed mixture 
are rich and delicious. 

From a long list of soups we chose 
Yuk Gae Jang ($6.95). A large bowl of 
intensely red and spicy broth filled with 
thin cellophane noodles, shredded beef 
and green onions could easily be a meal 
in itself. This is a heart-warming, fiery 
hot soup, good for cold nights or 
hangovers. 

Kong Chi Gu-i ($7.95), three whole 
grilled sardines, are slightly crisp on the 
outside and tender inside. The Korean 
condiments and white rice go very well 


with this entree. 

The barbecue dishes cooked at the 
table are the most fascinating and 
rewarding, at least for me. Marinated 
beef for $10.95 or chicken for $9.95 are 
brought to the table minutes after the 
“fire”? person delivers the red-hot 
coals. Almost paper-thin slices of 
tender beef and chicken are then placed 
on the grill by the server. She demon- 
strates the first go-around and assumes 
you’ll get the idea. Metal tongs are used 
for turning the meat. A word of advice: 
These ultra-thin pieces of meat or 
poultry don’t take long to cook, 
especially over such hot coals. 

An assortment of six or seven con- 
diments are served with all entrees. 
Kimchee, pickled spicy cabbage, salted 
anchovies, pickled turnips, daikon and 
bean sprouts, spicy, red-hot sesame 
paste, three small squares of milky 
white gelatin topped with sesame seeds 
and lightly pickled cucumbers much 
like kosher new pickles found in East 
Coast delis are served in small dishes. 
Bright green lettuce leaves are used for 
wrapping the cooked meat or poultry 
and any combination of condiments 
one chooses. You can make your 
“packet”? as salty, spicy, hot or pickled 
as you like, or can stand! 

This very lean, low-fat dinner is 
packed with flavor and intensity, and 
is truly a different way to enjoy this 
variety of ingredients. 

I would urge you to try Brothers 
Restaurant despite the few serving 
flaws. My advice is to eat here when 
you’re really hungry and don’t want to 
wait either for either luxurious service 
or your food. &

w I want to get right to the point 

& and ask the difference between 
liking someone a great deal and being in 
love. I am a 20-year-old man who has 
never been in a relationship with a 
woman. The Other is around my age, 
‘ind I believe enjoys my company as 
well as I enjoy his. We have common 
interests. Often I find myself just 
standing and talking with him for at 
least an hour and never getting bored or 
tired.

Personally, when I am drawn to 
someone, male or female, it feels 
similar. The same qualities — wit 
intelligence, self-esteem — attract me 
in people of both sexes.

Asked about the apparent lack of 
racial tension in Rooftops, where her 
romance with Gedrick doesn’t raise an 
eyebrow, the light-skinned black 
woman sees it as a harbinger of a better 
future: ‘‘I think the time will come when 
we'll all be the same color.

HAT CAPOEIRA is 

in today’s New York, 

if you would believe 

Rooftops, the tango 

was in Argentina 
around the turn of the century, ac- 
cording to Tango Bar. Both show 
lower-class tenement dwellers of their 
respective times and places using dance 
to vent their frustrations. ‘‘I talk too 
much. It’s a defect of poets,’ Ricardo 
Padin (Raul Julia) tells Elena (Valeria 
Lynch) early in Tango Bar. He’s 
already talked quite a bit to set up 
the plot. 

Ricardo and his partner, Antonio 
Estevez (Ruben Juarez) haven’t seen 
each other in 11 years, since Antonio 
left Buenos Aires to escape the military 
dictatorship while Elena, his woman, 
stayed with Ricardo, who had come 
there from Puerto Rico and fallen into 
along, successful partnership. 

As we await Antonio’s arrival for a 
reunion tribute at the Tango Bar where 
they used to perform, we flash back to 
those good old days with Ricardo on 
piano and Antonio on bandoneon 
(accordion). Antonio is the more 
politically aware of the duo, concerned 
that the new regime will censor the 
tango, which signifies freedom of 
expression for him. 

The show these tangueros did was 
unimaginatively called ‘‘Esto Es 
Tango,’’ and fortunately featured 
morethan talk, although there’s quitea 
bit of that between numbers. It’s 
basically a lesson in the history and 
forms of the tango, illustrated with 


more than a dozen live performances 
by outstanding artists as well as film 
clips showing such well-known fan- 
gueros as Carlos Gardel, Rudolph 
Valentino, Gene Kelly, Fred Astaire, 
Charlie Chaplin and Fred Flintstone. 

Julia and Lynch dance one tango 
together. She sings one solo and one 
song with Juarez. Some dance numbers 
recall old Hollywood musicals in which 
a postage-stamp nightclub stage sud- 
denly expands to fill a soundstage. 
Most of the numbers are instrumentals 
and the dances tend to look —to me, at 
least — very much alike. A variety of 
emotions are expressed by the same 
steps, whether danced by peasants in 
the marketplace or the wealthy at an 
elegant party. Actually the balletic 
market number is one of the few that 
stand out. 

I tired quickly at the stage show 
Tango Argentino too. If you liked that 
you ‘should enjoy Tango Bar. If you 
missed it this will give you some idea of 
what you missed, although Argentino 
was strictly a revue without Tango 
Bar’s corny, old-movie plot tinged with 
contemporary politics. 


ANGO BAR, like Tap, has 
enough dancing to compensate 
for a hokey story; Rooftops 
doesn’t. It starts off OK, with a chase 
out of West Side Story, some dancing 
and a cute flirtation. 

Then the plot begins. There are eight 
million stories in New York City and 
about half of them converge on two 
blocks of the Lower East Side. In the 
area known as ‘‘Alphabet City,’’ T 
(Jason Gedrick) has a ‘‘crib”’ in a water 
tower atop a condemned building: “‘It 
was a busted-up water tower, you 
know, but I made it mine.’’ He resents 
the efforts of drug dealer Santiago 
Lobo (Eddie Velez) to turn the building 
beneath him into a “‘crack house.”” 

Master T’s best friend is Squeak 
(Alexis Cruz), a brash 14-year-old graf- 


These are the basic characters in this 
teen drama about banding together to 
drive drugs out of a neighborhood. 
With Robert Wise directing — how the 
mighty have fallen! — comparisons 
with West Side Story may be in order. 
Not cinematically, because there’s no 
comparison; but sociologically. In the 
New York of Rooftops, people have 
obviously not been sticking to their 
own kind. Blacks, browns and whites 
mix freely and gangs are no longer 
based on color. Instead of cho- 
reographed rumbles we get people 
working out their aggressions in the 
“combat dance,’’ in which they fight 
without touching. It’s based on the 
Afro-Brazilian capoeira, developed by 
16th-century slaves for self-defense, 
which is the most original thing in the 
movie — and it’s 400 years old. 

Terence Brennan’s script is deriva- 
tive, to put it kindly. I hate to give away 
intended surprises, but the character of 
Squeak is based on Sal Mineo in Rebel 
without a Cause by way of Ralph Mac- 
chio in The Outsiders and follows the 
same rule: The ethnic kid gets it. 

The stereotypical gangsters are 
ludicrous, as are the accents on the 
principals. Gedrick, who looks like a 
street-smart Matthew Broderick, is 
showing slow, steady improvement as 
an actor, but is having better luck 
building up his body. Beyer uses an 


intermittent Hispanic/Jamaican/New * 


York accent that distracts from a de- 
cent but unexceptional performance. 

The crumbling rooftops are like 
minefields for those unfamiliar with 
them, but this is ignored for 85 minutes 
between the two scenes in which it is 
relevant. The slum setting is made to 
look relatively bright and cheerful, like 
an urban contemporary version of The 
Color Purple. 

There have been a number of worse 
films than Rooftops already this year 
— and it’s only March — but this one’s 
bad enough to avoid, at least until it 
comes out on video. &

Life on the Water hosts Middle Eastern 
arts festival

y | LMOST EVERYBODY 
who listens to our music 
sees a clear message — 
that we can do something 
together,’’ says Yisrael 

Borochov, leader of The East-West 

Ensemble, an innovative contemporary 

music group from Tel Aviv, Israel. “‘I 

didn’t mean to say that, but if I make 
such a thing, maybe it’s my subcon- 
scious way to say it.’’ 

Borochov’s five-piece band is in 
town during the coming week for Life 
on the Water’s Middle Eastern arts 
festival, Keep Moving On. The festi- 
val takes place at Fort Mason Center 
and features the independent and 
topical Israeli performance troupe, 
Neve Tzedek Theatre; a cross-cultural 
rock band, Ehud Banai and The Refu- 
gees; and a Palestinian/Israeli trio, the 
Local Music band, also known as Rami. 

Speaking by phone from Washington, 
D.C., shortly after a rousing perform- 
ance at the Dance Theater Workshop 
in New York City, Borochov down- 
played the political aspects of com- 
posing and playing an eclectic jazz- 
inspired music that combines diverse 
influences from Middle Eastern and 
Western cultures, and of performing 
before mixed audiences in Israel at a 
time when the world’s attention is 
focused on the Palestinian uprising in 
the Israeli-occupied territories. ‘‘Most 
of the information people get from the 
Middle East is negative, about the con- 
frontation,’’ he said, ‘‘which exists and 
is strong and it should be stopped. But 
there are other things, people getting 
married together, and many commu- 
nities of people that are trying to live 
together. I’m happy that the people 
have an ability to see that other 
things exist.”’ : 

Ehud Banai, singer, songwriter and 
guitarist of The Refugees, takes a 
slightly different, though still 
somewhat cautious tack on the political 
question. “You really cannot run away 
from it,’’ he said on the telephone from 
Tel Aviv last week, just before leaving to 
come to the U.S. His band, which adds 
Middle Eastern melodies and percus- 
sion to the guitars-bass-drums format, 
plays songs that touch on contempo- 
rary social situations in Israel. It has 
also jammed with Local Music in an 
unusual alliance of Israeli and Palestin- 
ian musicians. ‘‘The reason for us to 
get together is not really political,’’ he 
said. “‘It’s more emotional and per- 
sonal. It’s not that we are really seeking 





to make some political statement, the 
reason is that we have a musical thing to 
say together.”’ 

But Bani also realizes that such 
musical cooperation will be a lively 
political topic when the bands play in 
the U.S. ‘‘I’m glad about it,’’ he ex- 
plained. ‘‘It’s important that people in 
the States realize that there are dif- 
ferent things happening in Israel. The 
image of Israel is like maybe a country 
of generals and guns and tough people, 
and I hope that when we come and play 
together, we bring another image.”’ 

Keep Moving On: A Festival of New 
Arts and The Middle East was conceived 
by Life on the Water producer Joe 
Lambert after he joined a half dozen 
other arts producers for a trip to the 
Middle East last year at the invitation 
of Dance Theater Workshop and the 
National Foundation of Jewish Culture. 

“‘The principal goal,’’ Lambert ex- 
plains, ‘‘is to bring North American, 
Israeli, Palestinian and other Arab art- 
ists together to perform for each other, 
to dialogue with each other and, there’s 
no other way to say it, to break bread 
with one another. A second goal is to 
expose audiences to this broad array of 
art that has grown out of Judaic and 
Arabic culture in the Middle East, and 
the final goal is to create what we hope 
is an ongoing dialogue and perhaps 
annual gathering of Jewish and Arab 
artists in the Bay Area, to continue and 
expand cross-cultural communication 
and understanding.” 

This is the first trip to the U.S. for 
both Borochovy and Banai, and the San 
Francisco festival is the only time their 
groups will be performing on the same 
stage. Along with Local Music (with 
Drora Chavkin, piano and vocals, 
Salem Darwish, percussion tambou- 
rine and vocals, George Ucef, oud and 
vocals), The East-West Ensemble and 
The Refugees will present a varied 
survey of Middle Eastern music. 

While he was serving in the army and 
living in a kibbutz in the early 1970s, 
Ehud Banai was exposed to the music 
of such Western musicians as Bob 
Dylan, Leonard Cohen, John Martyn 
and Van Morrison, through volunteers 
from Europe and the United States. He 
started playing guitar and learning the 
chords to American folk and rock 
songs. After leaving the army, Banai 
realized his dream of traveling and 
spent a year and a half in Europe. 

“When I came back to Israel, | 
started to write my own music,”’ he 
recalled, ‘‘and I was influenced by 
music from Iran, from Persia — 


because my family came from Persia — 
and India. I remembered the special 
music for singing the prayers that I 
heard as child when I went to syna- 
gogue. I was all the time shivering when 
I listened to this music. But nobody was 
singing this music anymore and | 
started seeking after these melodies.”’ 
Over the years Banai developed his own 
mixture of Western rock and tradi- 
tional Oriental music and began writing 
lyrics addressing such issues as the 
Israeli treatment of black Ethiopian 
Jews (‘‘Black Labor’’) and Arab work- 
ers (‘‘Mix the Cement, Ashmed’’) or 
comparing Bible stories to contempo- 
rary Israeli society (‘‘The Golden Calf’’). 

“‘Maybe four or five years ago,’’ 
Banai explains, ‘‘nobody wrote songs 
about the social situation but lately 
more and more people write about it. I 
write about the people in the situation. 
I think if you have a situation which is 
so complicated like we have here, that 
when you hear the personal story of 
just one man, it can touch you.”’ 

As for the name of his band, Banai 
explains that the bandmembers are 
refugees from early ’80s new wave rock 
groups that have since disappeared. But 
in a larger sense, he says, “‘It fits the 
stories, it fits the spirit of the first record. 
Actually, we are all refugees here.”’ 

Expanding on that refugee theme, 
Yisrael Borochov explained that it was 
the multi-ethnic character of his 
childhood neighborhood in Tiberias 
that planted the seeds for his widely 
branching musical development. ‘‘The 
people,’’ he said, ‘“‘were from Iran, 
Iraq, Tunisia, Egypt, Romania and 
Poland, and if that’s not enough, my 
parents were from Uzbekistan. There 
were sO many people that nobody 
knows the culture or manners of their 
neighbor. You just walk in the street 
and from every window you hear some- 
thing completely different. As a young 
boy I really loved all the special music, 
the way people used to sing with great 
feeling, closing their eyes. And | 
thought, what is going on? Why all the 
different languages? Can’t we make 
something with the good things of 
many things?”’ 

To that end, Borochov eventually 
experimented with rock and roll, jazz, 
Arabic and Far Eastern music. Playing 
the double bass, he gradually gathered 
like-minded musicians around him, 
starting with a classically trained musi- 
cian on Arabic kinnun, oud and violin, 
later adding cello, flute and finally 
drums until the East-West Ensemble 
was formed. Borochov’s music is criti- 
cally heralded in Israel, especially in Tel 
Aviv, where cultural influences — 
from Morocco, India, Persia, Ethiopia 
and Europe — create a vibrant, wide- 
open music scene, which Joe Lambert 
compares to. the Greenwich Village 
cauldron of the early 1960s. 

The way that the music of The 
Refugees or The East-West Ensemble 
can bring down cultural barricades is - 
the kind of implicit political statement 
that the Keep Moving On festival 
makes explicit. But Borochov empha- 
sizes that the political significance is in 
what you do not what you say. ‘‘We as 
a group are not thinking about poli- 
tics,”’ he explained. ‘‘We’re not trying to 
say something. You can love some- 
body, a girl or a boy, and it’s not that 
you want to show people that two peo- 
ple can live together, you just love him. 
We are not saying that we can do, we 
are just doing, no matter politics." 1 

The East-West Ensemble performs 
Tues/4 at 8 pm, and Sat/8 at 10 pm 
(after Neve Tzedek Theatre) at Life On 


. The Water, Building B, Fort Mason 


Center, SF, 776-8999, and Thurs/6 at 8 
pm, La Pena Cultural Center, 3105

IKE RODNEY Dangerfield, 

the decorative arts get no 

respect. Largely relegated to 

auctions or arcane quarterlies, 

they’re often painted as friv- 
olous artifacts not worthy of serious 
consideration. 

Of course, such pigeonholing is 
perfect nonsense. But unless an 
unusually assertive public relations 
troupe pounds the pavement and plast- 
ers advertisements where art lovers are 
lulling about, even absolutely enchant- 
ing decorative art displays are con- 
demned to come and go with little fan- 
fare and no audience. Glassmaestro 
Dale Chihuly’s Venetian Series, for 
instance, remains a remarkably well- 
kept secret on the second floor of the 
Monadnock Building, although thou- 





sands of people pass by it on their way 
along Market Street. While many 
regard Chihuly as one of the world’s 
premier artists currently working with 
glass, the spacious John Berggruen 
Gallery remains, for the most part, 
glaringly deserted. 

Inspired by Italian glasswork created 
during the doldrums between two world 
wars, Chihuly originally conceived of 
his startlingly offbeat sculptures as 
something resembling ‘‘these [really] 
strange Art Deco vases [in Venice].”’ 
Yet, according to the artist’s statement 
on hand at the gallery, he also hoped 
they ‘‘would go somewhere else, 
someplace bizarre.” 

Bizarre may be an understatement. 
Many appear like alien luxuries that 
landed in the city by the Bay not via pic- 
turesque Venice, but from the far side 
of the Twilight Zone. Viewed from a 
distance, the sculptures resemble osten- 
tatiously refined ornaments adorning 
some absolutely surreal Palm Springs 
pagoda. What emerges on closer in- 


spection, however, would easily make 
parvenu matrons head for higher 
ground. Clinging to Chihuly’s truly 
original variety of vase shapes are 
lyrically animated life-forms that might 
feel more secure slithering over an ocean 
floor than crawling along fine art. 

Although not as nautical as Chihuly’s 
breathtaking Sea Form Series from a 
few years ago, these fantastic treasures 
find his obsession with organic shapes 
has survived intact. ‘‘Windsor Violet 
Venetian,”’ for instance, features a 
school of sea slugs whose cloudy green- 
ness contrasts garishly with the vessel’s 
transluscently sparkling crystalline sur- 
face. Like so many of Chihuly’s other- 
worldly creations, “‘Windsor Violet 
Venetian” metamorphoses before your 
eyes, changing from creatures one 
thousand leagues under the sea to a 
species of strange botanical hybrid you 
would normally expect to encounter in 
The Asparagus that Ate Trenton. 

Chihuly shares a striking affinity with 
Chinese artists, whose organic worlds 
often boast dragons being devoured and 
transformed into totemic birds at the 
blink of an eye. Like theirs, Chihuly’s 
oeuvre has often hinged around biolog- 
ical metaphors that celebrate the cos- 
mos’ state of swirling flux, the miracle 
of life and ultimately the ephemerality 
of existence. 

While you will not find anything 
resembling the rapturous beauty of his 
earlier Sea Forms, what you will dis- 
cover is definitely worth your while. 
After the initial shock of Chihuly’s 
outrageous concoctions wears off, you 
may just find yourself being swept away 
by their bravado and exquisite artistry. 

But the best way to wallow in these 
wildly imaginative shapes is to first toss 
out your old preconceptions about what 
a vase is “‘supposed’’ to look like 
(which is why Chihuly parodies classic 
vase shapes in the first place) and simp- 
ly allow your mind to meander freely. 
As their unique magic unfolds momen- 
tarily, the result is always provocative 
and often poetic. |

Willie Dixon, Hidden 
Charms (Bug/Capitol) and 
The Chess Box 
(Chess/MCA) 
Last February, Willie Dixon 
won the Traditional Blues 
Grammy for Hidden Charms, a 
fine album that brings the 
legendary blues songwriter up 
to date with a band featuring 
pianist Lafayette Leake, 
bassist Red Callender, drum- 
mer Earl Palmer, blues harpist 
Sugar Blue and guitarists Cash 
McCall and (producer) T Bone 
Burnett. 

But it was not his role as a

singer or bandleader or even a 
bassist that made Dixon one 
of the half-dozen most impor- 
tant musical figures to migrate 
from the Mississippi Delta to 
Chicago. The composer of 
“I'm Ready,’’ ‘‘Back Door 
Man,” ‘‘You Can't Judge a 
‘Spoon- 
ful,"’ ‘Little Red Rooster,”’ 
“You Shook Me"’ and scores 
more, Dixon designed the 
vehicles that were driven, 
pedal to the metal, by Muddy 
Waters, Howlin’ Wolf, Little 
Walter, Bo Diddley and others. 
Cream, the Rolling Stones and 
Led Zeppelin were among the 
rock-blues hitchhikers who 
rode to glory in Dixon's tracks. 


Williamson, Koko Taylor, Little 
Milton. Dixon sings only seven 
of the 36 songs on these three 
LPs, and plays bass on a ma- 
jority but not all. Like Duke 
Ellington composing for 
Johnny Hodges and others in 
his orchestras, Dixon was sur- 
rounded by geniuses of inter- 
pretation. The performances 
here, fleshed out by such in- 
strumentalists as guitarist 
Hubert Sumlin, drummer Fred 
Below and pianist Otis Spann, 
include some of the greatest 
blues tracks of all time, 
impeccably remastered for 
superb sound quality. “‘Did you 
see the blood run out of the 
boxes when you opened 
them?’’ asked reissue pro- 
ducer Andy McKaie on the 
telephone recently, after the 
Dixon and the definitive Chuck 
Berry Chess Box arrived. 
“That was my blood,” he said, 
indicating the long and excru- 
ciating hours that went into 
compiling the sets. But the 
blood on these. tracks is the 
nectar of the flesh-and-blood 
blues god. 

The accompanying 12-page 
booklet was written by Don 
Snowden, the collaborator on 
Dixon's forthcoming auto- 
biography (Quartet Books). 
Combined with the music, it 
shows how Dixon has been to 
the blues what Irving Berlin or 
Cole Porter were to popular 
music, Ellington or Thelonious 
Monk to jazz. Hidden Charms 
is certainly noteworthy, but, 
like the collected works of

The Promise explores cultural identity crisis 


THE PROMISE. By Jose Rivera, 
directed by Julie Hebert. At Magic 
Theatre, SF. Through April 30th.

N THE backyard world of Jose 

Rivera’s The Promise almost 

anything can happen. A watch 

runs backward. A pet chicken at- 

tacks his master’s enemies and 
lays pyramid-shaped eggs. The molder- 
ing corpse of a grandmother arrives 
COD from Puerto Rico. Even the rum 
on hand is 10,000 proof. 

Talk about your magical realism: It’s 
certainly alive and well in Latino- 
American theater. Rivera’s play, like 
Milcha Sanchez Scott’s Roosters, filters 
a familiar first-generation-North- 
American identity crisis through a gauze 
of curses, spells, dreams and myths. The 
resulting decoction isn’t quite 10,000 
proof, but it’s potent enough to scram- 
ble your senses and emotions. 


The Promise borrows liberally from 
S. Anski’s The Dybbuk, andit’s an odd 
coincidence that both of these spooky 
plays are running in San Francisco right 
now. But where A Traveling Jewish 
Theatre’s Dybbuk is spare and almost 
terse, this play brims over with rampant 
symbolism and verbal energy. It riffs 
like a Sam Shepard play — but with a 
Latin beat. 

In a beaten-down home in Pat- 
chogue, Long Island live teen-age Lilia 
(Charo Toledo), her older brother 
Milton (Michael Anthony Torres) and 
their father Guzman (Ernesto 
Ravetto), a dabbler in black magic. 
Lilia was betrothed at birth to Carmelo 
(Angelo Pagan), the son of a family 
friend. But as the young couple begins 
to move toward marriage, Guzman 
casts a fatal spell on Carmelo. It turns 
out he wants his daughter to marry 
another man, the rich, obnoxious 
Hiberto (also played by Angelo Pagan) 
— not just for money, but to settle an 





old feud. But at the wedding Lilia 
becomes possessed by her dead lover, 
and is offered the chance to rejoin 
Carmelo in the spirit world. 

At first, Rivera’s tale is so packed 
with odd occurrences and imagistic 
language that it’s hard to catch his 
drift. Julie Hebert increases the air of 
mystery with her directorial choices. A 
tattered burlap curtain creates a sense of 
magical boundaries. Characters enter by 
hoisting themselves onstage over a 
backyard fence. Past and present, life 
and death, dream and reality are 
deliberately jumbled up in Jim Quinn’s 
lighting effects and Ernesto Sanchez’s 
commedia and Aztec-style masks. 

Everyone speaks in a pungent, jokey 
mix of symbolism and slang. Milton 
warns his sister that Carmelo is “‘cruis- 
ing your heart like a patrol cop.’’ The 
dorky Hiberto is called ‘‘an hysterical 
toad-like substance.’’ And when Lolin, 
the sexy single mother next door, labels 
her kids ‘‘cannibals,’’ she means it. She 
keeps worrying about them snacking 
on the furniture and the grown-ups. 

The piece gathers force as your mind 
sorts through the tangle of language, 
and Rivera clarifies his themes. As it 
turns out, The Promise is about lots of 
things, all laid on top of one another. 
It’s about defying a domineering im- 
migrant father (played very forcefully 
here by Ravetto) and making your own 
life plan. It’s about inventing a new, 
plastic, North American identity — 
which means, for Milton, putting on 
flashy cowboy boots and renaming 
himself ‘‘Clint.’’ It’s about the failure 
of Latin machismo; the fetish with 
female virginity triggers this family 
feud in the first place. And, more 
obliquely, it’s about giving up on 
Puerto Rican culture and betraying 
your parents’ dreams of revolution. 

There’s some other stuff here about 
toxic waste pollution, and the Mafia 
tearing apart the countryside for real 
estate developments, and the “‘under- 
employment”’ of immigrants — you 
name it. Rivera can follow through on 
only about half of his ideas. Con- 
sequently, the play doesn’t know 
when to end, or which mysteries to 
leave unsolved. 

But, by the end, the Magic Theatre 
production casts a spell of its own. The 
actors relax into the hallucinatory style, 
with Ravetto, Angelo Pagan and 
Wilma Bonet giving especially per- 
suasive performances. As Lilia, Charo 
Toledo tends to confuse hesitancy with 
shyness, and deliver her lines too flatly 
— until Lilia’s rebellion, when she 
glows with ferocity. 

The Promise suggests how dan- 
gerous and mystifying it can be when 
you’re caught between two cultures. 
That’s a recurring subject in the 
literature of immigrants, but each 
group’s artists and writers must explore 
it anew. Rivera’s version is imaginative 
enough to make us sit up and take 
notice. |

Jacknife 

The British have often been 
admired for their understate- 
ment, but here director David 
Jones carries it a tad too far 
Ex-Vietnam vets Robert De 
Niro and Ed Harris both suffer 
from guilt that won't let them 
remember that they, along 
with a third buddy who was 
tragically killed, were once 
firm friends. So when De Niro 
returns to the town where the 
now-alcoholic Harris lives with 
his suppressed, biology- 
teaching sister Kathy Baker, 
their relationship is painfully 
strained. Accordingly, when 
De Niro falls in love with 
Baker, Harris is driven almost 
over the edge. All of which 
sounds like dramatic stuff, to 


Say the least, but although the 
detail and De Niro’s shall-we- 
say colorful dialogue are dead 
on, the acting all you'd expect 
and the emotional buildups 
effective, their culmination 
falls uninvolvingly short. It's 
not that Jacknife takes a dive, 
it just doesn't cut deeply 
enough below the emotional 
surface to make us really 
care. (Kabuki, SF.) 


Paperhouse - 

Since 11-year-old English 
schoolgirl Charlotte Burke's 
willful, petulant and pre- 
cocious, she sorely tries the 
patience of loving mother 
Glenne Headly. But then she 
begins to have fainting spells, 
during which she enters a 
world she'd previously drawn 
on paper of a house in the 
middle of a field. As she 
develops a fever her dream 
visits increase and Elliott 
Spiers, a boy her own age who 
can't walk, appears. Each time 


Burke returns to reality she 
draws additions to the 
sketched house's interior for 
Spiers who, she believes, is 
the dream extension of a 
seriously ill boy her doctor, 
Gemma Jones, is worried 
about. As the dreams take 
over more and more, night- 
marish scenes involving 
Burke's absentee father Ben 
Cross creep in before they end 
in an unexpected view of 
death geared for youngsters to 
understand.

The opportunity to see Robert De 
Niro, Kathy Baker and Ed Harris 
perform in the same vehicle, 
even an imperfect one, is not to 
be missed. De Niro plays an ex- 
troverted, relatively well adjusted 
Vietnam vet who starts dating 
the sister (Baker) of his more 
troubled buddy (Harris). Stephen 
Metcalfe, who wrote the screen- 
play for Cousins, really appears 
to have gone Hollywood. In 
adapting Jacknife from his play 
Strange Snow, he's shifted the 
emphasis from the men’s prob- 
lems to the love story, which 
may be more commercial but 
diminishes the dramatic tension 
considerably. As we're not likely 
to see these three stars do the 
play on stage, this version is 
worth settling for.

Graham Parker 


Semi-popularity has engendered 
economy, which for the great 
white soul man of late ’70s 
London new wave means dispen- 
sing completely with his band of 
pub rock veterans (including 
peerlessly sympatico guitarist 
Brinsley Schwarz). So, in keeping 
with his new RCA album, Parker 
is LIVE! ALONE In America, 
strumming solo guitar like Billy 
Bragg or Bob Dylan and singing 
with shivering R&B intensity 
from a catalog of angry, confes- 
sional and accusatory songs 
eclipsed only by fellow post- 
punkster Elvis Costello. Critical 
acclaim and cult devotion 
haven't made up for previous 
label hassles and his own 
creative lapses, but there are 
those of us who put Parker in a 
very select rock pantheon and 
will never quit trying to convince 
everyone else. The intriguing 
Pierce Turner, who on his new 
album, The Sky and the Ground 
(Beggar’s Banquet/RCA), 
sounds like a cross between 
Parker and Marianne Faithfull 
singing with artful rock’n’roll ac- 
companiment, opens.
